Croatians surrender after N.Y. attack

Three Croatians Invaded the Yugos- 


lav Mission to the UN on Fifth Ave. 
In New York Tuesday, shot and 
wounded a security guard and barri- 
caded themselves inside for two hours 
before finally surrendering to scores 
of police and FBI agents. 


It was the second Incident Involving 


Croatian nationalists In New York in 
the past nine months, and was an ex- 
ample of terrorism that one Croatian 


spokesman in Chicago says he cannot 
condone, but does understand. 


"We don't think the methods of these 


young men are to be allowed. They 
are unacceptable socially, culturally 
and religiously. 


"BUT I ALSO KNOW why some of 


the youngsters are so nervous and 
impatient and why they want to call 
the attention of the world to Croatia." 


The words belong to the Rev. 


Francis H. Eterovich, an educator, 
priest and president of the Croatian 


Cultural Center of Chicago, 2845 W. 
Devon Ave. 


Croatians such as Rev. Eterovich 


feel deeply about their homeland in 
the northwest section of what is now 
Yugoslavia. Not since the 12th Centu- 
ry, when Croatia was an independent 
and powerful country, have they had 
a land to call their own. , 


Last September a TWA New York- 


Chicago jet with 86 passengers and a 
crew of seven was hijacked to Paris 
by five Croatians, who later were con- 


victed and* sentenced to stiff jail 
terms. 
. 


Tuesday's peaceful surrender at the 


official displayed automatic weapons 
and threatened to shoot the invaders 
as they wee being led from the build- 
ing: . 


IN MOMENTS, however, the Yugos- 


lav officials were restrained and the 
three Croatians were shoved into pa- 
trol cars and whisked from the scene. 


It was the latest skirmish in a cen- 


turies-old struggle between Croatians 
and the nations that have dominated 
them. Marshal Tito's Communist gov- 
ernment in Yugoslavia is merely the 
latest in a long-line of oppressors, 
Croatians believe. 


"Whatever Tito did and does is to 


defend his personal power, not to pro- 
tect the country of Yugoslavia," the 
Rev. Eterovich said. "There is no 
true Yugoslav people, only the peoples 
of Croatia, Serbia and Montenegro. 


"Tito keeps playing one group 


against the other to keep his personal 
power. He has been, playing chess 
with us for 32 years," he said. 


Croatia declared its independence in 


1918 from the first Yugoslav'feder- 
ation and it is to these borders Croa- 
tian nationalists now want^ to return. 
They look forward to the'day when 
Tito will die but worry that, without 
U.S. 
support, Soviet troops imme- 


diately will invade and hold the coun- 
try, thereby squashing any" hope for

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DeLuca story of Columbo

A man who once worked with Frank 


DeLuca testified Tuesday that DeLuca 
told him in grisly dettil how he mur- 
dered the family of Patricia Columbo. 


Hubert Green, 28, of Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, told how DeLuca, 39, described 
to him May 5,1076, how he murdered 
Frank Columbo, his wife, Mary, and 
their 13-year-old son, Michael, in their 
Elk Grove Village home. His testi- 
mony marked the first time details of 
the slayings have been made public. 


"He (DeLuca) told me the hit went 


down last night," Green said. "He 
told me the house was a 
mess, 


that he was a 
mess and that he 


was covered head to toe with — 
blood." 


HOWEVER, DeLUCA never linked 


the Columbo's daughter, Patricia, to 
the killings, according to testimony. 


DeLuca, wearing the same three- 


piece gray suit he has worn through- 
out the trial, smiled several times 
during Green's testimony. 


Green, an assistant manager, at the 


Walgreen Drug Store DeLuca man- 
aged at the Grove Shopping Center, 
Elk Grove Village, said he arrived at 
the store at 8:30 a.m. May 5, and was 
surprised to find DeLuca in the in- 
cinerator operating the furnace. 


DeLuca then explained how he mur- 


dered the Columbos, Green said. 


DeLUCA AND MISS Columbo, 20, 


are on trial in Cook County Circuit 
Court, Chicago. They allegedly mur- 
dered Miss Columbo's family May 4, 


1976, because her parents didn't ap- 
prove of her love affair with DeLuca, 
a married father of five. 


Green said DeLuca told him he shot 


Frank Columbo twice. 
~ • 


"The. first shot went through the 


back of his head and blew his teeth 
out," Green testified DeLuca told 
him. 


Green said that DeLuca told him 


Frank Columbo "was a tough old 
bird. He (DeLuca) had to take a lamp 
and smash it over his head and the 
old man said to him, 'Who are you? 
Why are you doing this to me?' " 


"— you," DeLuca allegedly said 


and then shot Frank Columbo a third 
time. 


DeLUCA ALSO said he shot Mrs. 


Columbo and Michael, Green testified. 


"Michael was easy," DeLuca alleg- 


edly told Green, "All I had to do was" 
stand him up and shoot him." 


Green said DeLuca told him he 


would escape arrest because he had 
"covered his tracks." ' 


DeLuca allegedly showed Green and 


Joy Heysekj 37, of Hoffman Estates, a 
former drug store employe, cuts on 
his hands and said he received them 
when he smashed the glass lamp^over 
the head of Frank Columbo. 


"He (DeLuca) said he cleaned up 


pieces of the lamp and he put the re- 
volver in another bag and dumped 
them in a river," Green testified. 


Mrs. Heysek testified on May 7, 


1976, 
the 
day 
police 
discovered 


the Columbo bodies, she saw DeLuca 
sitting at a desk in an employes 
lunchroom at the drug store. She said 
he was crying. 


SHE SAID, "DeLuca looked up and 


said, 'They've found Mr. and Mrs. 
Columbo, but they can't find Michael,' 
then he started laughing." 


Green and Mrs. Heysek said they 


.waited two months to tell police about 
DeLuca because they feared for their 
lives. 


"I thought he (DeLuca) was'.from 


the Mafia, and I thought those people 
would do the same job they had done 
to the Columbo family to my wife and 
my child and myself," Green said. 


Mrs. Heysek said DeLuca warned 


her if she went to the police "he 


told 


would have my son run over by a bi- 
cycle, he would have my daughter 
picked up and raped and he would 
have me beaten up so badly no one 
would ever recognize me again." 


Defense attorneys for BeLuca tried 


to discredit testimony by Green and 
Mrs. Heysek. They said Green had de- 
nied knowing anything about the mur- 
deVS; when first questioned by police! 


TJiey also said Mrs. Heysek, during 


a love affair she had with DeLuca be- 
twlen 1970 and 1973, posed for him.in 
pornographic photographs featuring 
herself with a woman, several men 
and a dog. 


Defense attorneys said she would do 


anything against DeLuca to obtain 
those photographs.

'Bridge Too Far9 almost real to survivor 


In a small way, Les LaMagdeleine 


of Libertyville is part of the $27 mil- 
lion film "A Bridge Too Far," open- 
ing today. 


It was his memoirs along with those 


of other soldiers who fought in oper- 
ation "Market-Garden" that helped 
writer Cornelius Ryan develop a best- 
selling book from which the movie 
was adapted. 


Ryan, who died of cancer in 1974 


and who wrote other war best-sellers, 
"The Longest "Day" and "The Last 
Battle," spent seven years writing 
and researching "A Bridge Too Far." 
He is known for including biblio- 
graphies in his books, listing men 
from whose memories he drew. 


Les LaMagdeleine is one of them. 
FIVE YEARS into World War II, on 


Sept. 17,1944, LeMagdeleine, only 20, 
was one of 3,000 men in the 101st Air-

borne Division to be dropped close to 
the Son Bridge near the small Holland 
town of Eindhoven. 


LaMagdeleine, now 53, naturally 


was anxious to see the celluloid ver- 
sion of what he knows first hand. So 
he and his wife and I went to a spe- 
cial preview showing this week to get 
his impressions. 


All in all, the movie — the most 


expensive in recent years — apparent- 
ly was all right. 


"The film was bloody, gory and a 


little too drawn out, but I think it was 
really a good film," said LaMagde- 
leine, who admits he never saw the 
masses of wounded bodies depicted in 
"A Bridge Too Far." "We lost men - 
a few every day. But it was really 
hard on Holland — their endurance." 


THERE WERE OTHER things he 


didn't like much. One scene makes it 
look as if the British liberated Eindho- 
ven. They didn't, he said. The Ameri- 
cans were there first. 


The story line is accurate. History 


tells us something about operation 
Market-Garden. It was the largest air- 
borne operation in history — an Ang- 
lo-American plan initiated by Field 
Marshal Bernard Montgomery to se- 
cure five major bridges in Holland, 
cut the Germans off, proceed into 


Berlin and bring a crowning overnight 
victory to the wars for the Allies. 


The plan evolved in a week. Mont- 


gomery wanted to put one over on 
Gen. George Patton, his American 
rival. Market-Garden was to be com- 
pleted in two days, but after nine 
days, the surviving Allied soldiers hid- 
ing in Arnhem, the territory holding 
the key to the operation's success, 
were called back. Thousands died. 
Much of Holland was destroyed by 
German retaliation. It was a crushing 
blow to the Allies and it was hushed 
up quickly as one of those unmention- 
able, embarrassing war blunders. 


LaMagdeleine was luckier than 


many paratroopers. It was his first 
experience in combat and though Arn- 
hem was reduced to rubble, further 
south where LaMagdeleine had land-

Shrlners welcomed Anita 


Bryant with a rousing ovation Tues- 
day night when she opened her per- 
formance at the Medlnah Temple. 


But the real spectacle was outside 


where at least 2,000 gay rights activ- 
ists carried homemade signs and 
marched around the temple snouting 
"Anita Go Home." 


Ms. Bryant, the Florida orange 


j u i c e sunshine queen and con- 
troversial crusader against homose- 
xuality, was in Chicago for a fund- 
raising Flag Day celebration. 


Standing in the wings of the Medi- 


nah auditorium Ms. Bryant could not 
possibly have ignored the activity in 


the streets below where demonstra- 
tors assembled quietly two hours be- 
fore the show which was to begin at 8 
p.m. Wearing everything from torn 
blue jeans to three-piece business 
suits, they came to tell Ms. Bryant 
where they stood. 


LIKENING HER to Adolf Hitler, 


members of Chicago's gay community 
wore armbands sporting the pink 
triangle the dictator forced homose- 
xuals to wear in Nazi Germany. 


"Hitler Burned Gays in Germany, 


Anita Tried in Miami," "I'm Proud 
I'm Gay, I'm Ashamed of Anita," 
"O.J. Every Day Makes Me Gay," "A 
Day with Anita is Like a Day Without 
Sunshine," read some of the posters 


the marchers carried high over their 


The demonstration came in the 


wake of Ms. Bryant's victory in Dade 
County Florida last week where vot- 
ers repealed a local ordinance grant- 
ing homosexuals housing and employ- 
ment rights. 


"We want to show Anita Bryant and 


the American people that what she's 
been saying is false. We're not irres- 
ponsible," said Tony Lewis of the Gay 
and Lesbian Council of Metropolitan 
Chicago. Lewis, one of the organizers 
of the demonstration, said homose- 
xuals are human, too. 


"She's initiated a national cam- 


paign that we find extremely oppres- 


sive," said Milly Leonard, cochair- 
woman of Chicago's committee for 
gay rights. 


MS. LEONARD, who called herself 


a "lesbian feminist" said "We are 
angry. We have been abused and we 
are gong to fight back. We will not 
negotiate our human rights. We will 
demand them and we will have 
them.',' 


It began as a peaceful demonstra- 


tion and Chicago police said they did 
not expect any trouble. But before the 
protestors disbanded at least three 
had been arrested and carted away in 
a paddy wagon for scuffling with po- 
lice. 


"She's using the same tactics Adolf 


Hitler used to start a new super race. 
She's trying to deprive us of our in- 
alienable rights," a demonstrator 
said. 


Ms. Bryant, who has said the Bible 


states homosexuality is a sin, would 
not talk to reporters. She simply 
sang and danced with no political 
overtones to her performance. 


"The Lord is My Shepherd — He 


knows I Am Gay" and 
:> Anita is a 


Fruit Pusher" the signs filed by. 


Demonstrators 
sang 
"We Shall 


Overcome" and chanted "Gays and 
straights must unite, smash the fas- 
cist parasite." 


A MAN WHO DID not want to be 


identified stood watching on the cor- 


ner of Ohio and State streets, "I'm a. 
straight," he said. "But I believe in 
what they're doing." 


"I don't see any reason to brag 


about being like that," said an elderly 
woman curiously watching the demon- 
stration. "I hate to see all those what 
looks like very young kids. It's scary. 
Something's wrong if all those young 
kids are marching." 


The woman was a senior citizen 


who had lived in Chicago since 1929. 
She didn't seem to understand what 
was going on and said when she was 
growing up in Arkansas "you didn't 
know about any of them. They cer- 
tainly wouldn't have mentioned it.

Officias connected with the Arling- 


ton Park Theater said Tuesday they 
know of no reason why an organized 
crime figure may have been hired to 
bomb the establishment last year. 


Joseph Kane, general manager of 


the Arlington Park Hilton hotel, and 
David Lonn. producer-manager of the 
theater at the time of the bombing, 
both expressed surprise at the in- 
dictment of an underworld-connected 
arsonist for the 1976 bombings of the 
theater and the LeGourmet Restau- 
in Wheeling Township. 


The reputed arson expert, Leonard 


E. Valente, was Indicted by a Cook 
County grand jury Monday in con- 
nection with the bombings as well as a 
burglary ring that allegedly operated 
in the west and Northwest suburbs. 


"it is surprising that it is a syndi- 


cate connection, but by the same to- 
ken when we viewed the damage af- 
terward we knew It was a profes- 
sional Job," Kane said Tuesday. 


"AS FAR AS being surprised that it 


wus (someone with) syndicate con- 
nections, yes, but as for as it being a 
professional job, no." 


Kane added the theater, now closed, 


was never pressured or approached 
by underworld figures. "I can't be- 
lieve the syndicate would take on both 
Madison Square Garden (owners of 
the ruce track-hotel complex) and the 
Hilton," he said. 


Lonn Tuesday said lie "can't under- 


stand what the syndicate would have

appear Thursday in Cook County 
Criminal Court before Judge James 
E. Strunck. 


Aleman himself has not been tied to 


the bombings, Carey said, although 
the state's attorney's office and feder- 
al investigators are probing the mob 
figure's activities in the wake of his 
controversial acquittal last month for 
the murder of William Logan, a 
Teamsters Union official killed in 
1972. 


Carey Monday said Louis Almeida, 


the man who testified he saw Aleman 
kill Logan, supplied investigators with 
information tying Valente to the 
March 9, 1976 bombing of the restau- 
rant and the April 8,1978 bombing of 
the theater. 


Carey has said his investigators 


have found no apparent connection be- 
tween the restaurant and theater 
bombings other than the allegation 
that Valente was responsible for both. 


However, he said information on the 


motives for the bombings and who al- 
legedly paid Valente will be revealed 
during the trial. 


More indictments in the case also 


could be coming, Carey has said.

The first time, an old 
farmer, with tears swelling up in his 
eyes, warmly-greeted the couple and 
told his story of that night — how a 
3-year-old friend of his son wandered 
out and was killed by the Germans, 
who were ready to level his whole 
farm.

few weeks to see what kind of reac- 
tion I con receive," Glass sold. 


He sold he has received encour- 


aging comments from Republican 
leaders like Gov. James R. Thompson 
and Illinois Atty. Gen. William J. 
Scott, 


."I did not ask them for an endorse- 


ment, I don't think you can do that at 
this tune, but I did not receive any 
negative reaction," Glass said. 


GLASS WAS ELECTED to the Illi- 


nois Senate in 1972 after serving in the 
Illinois House for two years. He also 
serves as the village attorney for Pal-

atine and Northfield. Glass' legisla- 
tive district includes portions of Ar- 
lington Heights, Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove. 


His announcement is one of the first 


statements by a potential candidate 
for the 1978 statewide elections. A 
number of politicians have said they 
are considering a run for office, but 
no announcements have been made. 


Glass, 46, said he hopes to start or- 


ganizing a campaign staff and prelim- 
inary fund-raising, but Insists he is 
not beginning a full-fledged campaign. 


Interest in the normally obscure 


state treasurer post is high this year, 
because Illinois Treasurer Donald R. 
Smith has promised that he will not 
be a candidate in 1978. Smith was ap- 
pointed to the post by Thompson in 
January, alter Sec. of Stale Alan J. 
Dixon resigned from the position to 
accept his new office. 


BESIDES GLASS, State Sea. James 


(Pete) Philip, -R-Elmhurst, has in- 
dicated an Interest in the post. Phil- 
ip's the GOP chairman in DuPage 
County, but observers now believe he 
will shelve his plans to make the race. 
Another DuPage County Republican, 
State Rep. Lee Daniels, R-Elmhurst, 
is also believed interested in the post. 


C h a m p a i g n County Treasurer 


James M. Skelton has been traveling 
around the state in recent months try- 
ing to get support for his plan to seek 
the state treasurer's post. Skelton at- 
tended the Lake County Republican 
Federation dinner dance last month 
and met with GOP leaders there. 


Glass has been gaining prominence 


in recent years in the legislature, 
where he is regarded as one of the 
most progressive Republicans in the 
Illinois Senate.

Death penalty restored by Illinois General Assembly 


SPRINGFIELD 
— Against 
the 


backdrop of emotional speeches op- 
peeing execution by the state govern- 
ment, the Illinois General Assembly 
gdvo final approval to restoring the 
death penalty Tuesday night. 


The Illinois House voted 124-42 to 


concur with a series of three amend- 
ments tacked onto the legislation in 
the Illinois Senate. 


Gov. James R. Thompson has prom- 


ised to sign the legislation, making 
the law effective Immediately. 


WHILE THE outcome of the vote 


was never in doubt, long-lime oppo- 
nents of capital punishment, rose to 
speak against the bill. 


State Rep. Robert Mann, D-Cnicago, 


said the legislation amounted to noth- 
ing more than a "lethal lottery with 
the poor and blacks the losers." Mann 
introduced legislation earlier Tuesday 
to create commission to study a mo- 
ratorium on capital punishment. 


He also said there are several prob- 


lems with the bill and it may be found 
unconstitutional. "I'd hate to sutler 


another embarrassment of this bill 
coming out of the Capitol and being 
found unconstitutional." 


But the mood of the legislature was 


to reinstate the death penalty, held in- 
valid by the U.S. Supreme Court in 
1972 on grounds it was applied arbi- 
trarily and thus constituted "cruel 
and unusual punishment." 


The bill imposes the death penalty 


for the murder of: 


• Any oo-duty police officer or fire- 


fighter the killer knew, or should have 


known, was a policeman or fireman. 


• A prison guard, inmate or guest 


at a state or local jail. 


• Someone during a hijacking, 


armed robbery, rape, robbery, de- 
viate sexual assault, aggravated kid- 
napping, forcible detention such as 
holding hostages, arson, burglary or 
taking indecent liberties with chil- 
dren. 


• A person by "contract." Whoever 


hired the killer would also face death. 


The bill also prescribes capital pun- 


ishment for mass murders or the 


slaying of prosecution witnesses or 
anyone cooperating with prosecutors. 


THE MEASURE IMPOSES death 


for certain categories of murder but 
judges and juries must consider miti- 
gating circumstances — such as the 
defendant's age, mental state and 
criminal record — before ordering an 
execution. 


S t a t e R e p . 
Comeal Davis,' 


D-Chicago, who is nicknamed "The 
Deacon" impolored Ms colleagues not 
to pass the bill, because only the mi- 
norities would be punished with death. 


"The House is saying kill, kill, kill," 


Davis said. 


Most local representatives voted for 


the legislation. Only State Rep. Ed- 
ward Bluthardt, R-Schiller Park; 
S t a t e R e p . Richard Mugalian, 
D-Palatine, State Rep. Aaron Jaffe, 
D-Skokie and State Rep. Harold Katz, 
D-Glencoe, voted against the bill. 
State Representatives Eugenia Chap- 
man, D-Arlington Heights, and State 
Rep. Eugene Schlickman, R-Arlington 
Heights, were not present for the roll 
call. 
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Director sees 
RTA fare hike, 
service cutback 


Fores will be increased and service 


cut back throughout the six-county 
area Mrved by the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority unless the RTA 
comes up with a balanced budget by 
the time its new fiscal year begins 
Julyl. 


"There's no other way about it," 


said Patrick O'Malley, RTA director 
from Chicago. "The money Isn't 
hen." 


0'Malley, chairman of the RTA Fi- 


nance and Audit Committee, Tuesday 
appointed a committee of two subur- 
ban and two Chicago RTA directors, 
including chairman Milton Plkaraky, 
to further study the consequences of a 
proposed 5 per cent gasoline tax. 


The proposed RTA budget of $230 


million for 1977-78, Is dependent on 
revenue generated from that tax. The 
RTA board will consider the budget 
and gasoline tax Thursday. The agen- 
cy faces about a $60 million deficit 
without the gas tax. 


SUBURBAN OPPONENTS of the 


gasoline tax said the suburbs will be 
short-changed If It Is approved be- 
cauM they would be contributing 
more funds to the RTA than Chicago 


and receiving less service than the 
city. 


"Suburbia, which raises consid- 


erably more money than the City of 
Chicago and has less transportation, 
would pay a hell of a lot of money to 
the CTA," said RTA director Richard 
Newland of Waukegan. "There's no 
way the City of Chicago can do it. The 
money will have to come from the 
suburbs." 


More than 50 per cent of the RTA's 


anticipated expenses during fiscal 
1978, or $140 million, is expected to 
fund the Chicago Transportation Au- 
thority. The RTA expects to receive 
about $875 million next year from 
Chicago and $120.7 million from sub- 
urban Cook County. A gasoline tax 
would generate more than $80 million 
— $27 million from Chicago and $54.4 
million from the suburbs — over a 12- 
month period. 


O'Malley, a proponent of the gaso- 


line tax, said unless a compromise 
can be reached that would give the 
suburbs some return on their in- 
vestment, the RTA will have to adopt 
an "austerity budget" by reducing 
services and personnel and Increasing 
fores on bus and train lines. 


Metropolitan briefs 
2 Latinos killed 
by cop: Rochford 


A policeman fired the shots that killed two Latinos and touched 


off two days of riots in Chicago's Puerto Rican Humboldt Park 
neighborhood, Police Supt. James M. Rochford said Tuesday. 
Three persons were killed, more than 100 persons injured, in- 
cluding 67 policemen, and more than 150 persons were arrested in 
the rioting that began the night of June 4. Rochford told a news 
conference that Sgt. Thomas M. Walton fired in self defense and 
"responded with courage when his life was threatened." 


Rochford said the Cook County State's Attorney's office was 


reviewing the conduct of police during the rioting to determine 
whether charges will be filed. Walton still was on active duty 
Tuesday. Rochford said about 11 complaints of excessive force by 
police officers had been received by the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment's Office of Professional Standards. 


Police seek Boy Scout leader 
Police Tuesday were seeking a Boy Scout leader, Charles F. 


Fugate, 22, Chicago, charged with taking indecent liberties with an 
11-year-old boy at a scout camp last weekend. Fugate was charged 
Monday with three counts of taking indecent liberties in connection 
with the incidents at the Thunderblrd Youth Camp south of Lisle. 
Chicago police were called to Fugate's home Sunday night because 
of a report of a disturbance that allegedly involved the boy's 
father. The father went to Fugate's home after his child told him 
about the sexual assaults, police said 


Illinois briefs 
Elderly, jobless 
may get relief 


The elderly and jobless hit hard by last winter's high fuel and 


electricity bills may be eligible for relief under a federal program, 
Gov. James R. Thompson said Tuesday. The governor said Illinois 
has been awarded $18.6 million as part of the U.S. Emergency 
Energy Conservation Program to offset increased electric and 
beating bills caused by the record cold. Thompson said the elderly 
and the unemployed who qualify can get payments up to $250. He 
said persons who think they might be eligible should contact com- 
munity service organizations. 


Aides try to save crime package 
Strategists for Gov. James R. Thompson plan to pursue options 


this week In their attempt to keep key provisions of the adminis- 
tration's original reform package from defeat. The governor was 
dealt a setback Monday night when the Illinois House Judiciary II 
committee failed by one vote to pass legislation that includes 
Thompson's Class X felony provision. The Class X provision man- 
dates lengthy prison sentences, with no chance for pardon, parole 
or probation for certain heinous crimes. Thompson's legal counsel, 
Gary Starkman, said efforts will be made later this week to get 
the lull Illinois House to discharge the bill from committee. Star- 
kman hopes for a vote on the discharge motion before Friday, 
when the Illinois Senate Judiciary II Committee takes up H.1500, 
which also deals with adding longer sentences for certain crimes. 


Last month, Thompson threatened to call a special session deal- 


ing solely with criminal justice legislation if the lawmakers made 
political footballs out of the pending bills. The original threat was 
made while Starkman was negotiating with state senators on a com- 
promise which allowed the Class X provisions to be blended with a 
Democratic sponsored criminal justice package. The Class X fel- 
ony would cover convictions involving aggravated kidnapping for 
ransom, rape, sale of narcotics, criminal drug conspiracy, armed 
robbery, arson, use of a weapon during a forcible felony and two 
categories of taking indecent liberties with a child. 


Panel OKs abortion consent bill 


Unmarried pregnant woman under IB would have to get their 


parents' consent or a court order for an abortion under a bill 
endorsed, M, by the Senate Judiciary Committee Tuesday. The 
bill (H480) by Rep. Donald Deuster, R-Mundeleln, has passed the 
House and needs full Senate approval and Gov. James R. Thomp- 
son'! signature to become law. The committee held, meanwhile, a 
bill to bar welfare payments for abortions after foes said it would 
discriminate against the poor. It could be voted on again later in 
the week.

Low School, Arlington Heights, and 


Byrd School, Elk Grove Village, far 
outscored the 14 other Elk Grove 
Township Dist. 59 elementary schools 
on the 1976-77 Iowa Tests of Basic- 
Skills. 


Scoring lowest on the annual stan- 


dardized test, with composite scores 
falling below the national average, 
were Hopkins School, 231 S. Shady- 
wood Ln., Elk Grove Village, and 
Rupley School, 305 E. Oakton a., Elk 
Grove Village. 


School-by-school Iowa test results 


released by administrators Tuesday 
show the average composite score at 
Low and Byrd ranged from the 83rd 
to the 93rd percentiles while the range 
at Hopkins and Rupley was between 
the 34th and the 59th percentiles. The 
national average is at the 50th per- 
centile. 


IF A STUDENT scores at the 50th 


percentile, it means that half the stu- 
dents in the country did better than he 
did and half did worse. 


Administrators and teachers attrib- 


ute the variances in Iowa scores from 
school to school to differences in the 
way the tests are administered and 
differences in student mobility and so- 
cioeconomic background. 


Some board of education members, 


however, say the scores vary because 
of differences in the abilities of teach- 
ers and principals and a failure to 
hold staff members accountable for 
student achievement. 


It was to raise this level of account- 


ability that the board last month de- 
cided to release school-by-school Iowa 
test scores, despite protests by par- 
ents and teachers who said the move 
would divide the community. 


Whatever the reason, scores on the 


1976-77 Iowa tests vary by as much as 
74 percentile points from school to 
school in the district. Fourth-grade 
reading scores at Low'School aver- 
aged in the 94th percentile while the 
average was in the 20th percentile for 
fourth graders at Einstein School, 345 
W. Walfflit, Des Plaines. 


"Chances are our highest, and low- 


est schools are more in error than our 
average schools," Merlyn Swanson, 
administrator of educational services, 
said. "If you have a consistently high 
or low trend then it's time to pay at- 
tention." 


AT THE THIRD-GRADE level, five 


schools consistently scored below the 
national average in reading, lan- 
guage, math and composite skills. The 
schools are Salt Creek, 65 Kennedy 
Blvd., Elk Grove Village; Forest 
View, 1901 Estates Dr., Mount Pros- 
pect; Marshall, 711 Chelmsford Ln., 
Elk Grove Village; Rupley and Hop- 
kins. 


"We're very concerned that our 


scores are so low, but given a little 
time over here we'll do as well as the 
other schools," Tom Powers, princi- 
pal at Hopkins School, said. 


Weak skill areas like punctuation 


and capitalization are being strength- 
ened with a newly formed language 
development program and teachers 
are learning new techniques for teach- 
ing reading through a federally fun- 
ded "Right to Read" program, Pow 
ers said. 


"The schools where we have been 


using federal funds to supplement 
educational 
programs 
consistently 


score lower on abilities tests as well 
as achievement tests," Swanson said. 
"The students don't come to school as 
ready to learn and that's why we're 
putting the extra money into these 
schools." 


Powers said he will not use the 


makeup of Hopkins' student popu- 
lation as an excuse for the school's 
low scores. ' 


AT BYRD SCHOOL where the Iowa 


test scores have traditionally tended 
to be high, Principal Tom Tucker said 
the success of a school can't be eval- 
uated solely on the basis of Iowa test, 
results. 


"TheyVe important to us only ui 


pointing out weak spots in our cur- 
riculum," he said. 


Tucker credited his staff for contrib- 


uting to the school's high test scores 
and noted that Byrd's program is 


basically the same as programs in the 
district's other elementary schools. 


Assistant Supt. Robert Brewer at- 


tributed 
differences in school-by- 


school scores to parent aspirations, 
student population makeup and the 
rate of student turnover. 


"The fifth-grade scores at Devon- 


shire rose by as much as 30 percentile 
points when we pulled out the young- 
sters who haven't been in the district 
from kindergarten on up," he said. 
"Our low schools tend to belhe ones 
with high mobility." 


PHILLIP 
ZAROB, 
principal 
at 


Friendship School in Des Plaines, 
agreed that mobility has an impact on 
a child's learning. He attributed 
Friendship's low scores to its large 
number of transferred bilingual stu- 
dents. 


But board member Paul Kuch- 


arski disagreed. "To say the kids 
transferring in are coming to us from 
less superior school systems is na- 
ive," he said. VSome may have defi- 
ciencies, but they shouldn't exist long 
if our staff is competent enough to 
diagnose and remedy these 
defi- 


ciencies." 


Rather than make excuses for the 


low scores, ,teachers and principals 
should improve student achievement, 
he said. 


Alma Parrish, past president of the 


Dist. 59 teachers' union, however, 
said: 


"The Iowa test is not the main cri- 


teria for judging our teaching or stu- 
dent achievement. It tests what kind 
of culture a child lives in, what kind 
of home enrichment he's received and 
his socioeconomic background. 
It 


doesn't test what's taught in the class- 
room every day."

Taxpayers won't foot bill 
for $2,059 Dist. 214 picnic 


by HOLLY HANSON 


Taxpayers won't be footing the bill 


for foot-longs served by High School 
Dist. 214 to thank residents who 
worked to defeat the Elk Grove Town- 
ship unit school district referendum. 


Because of public sentiment and le- 


gal advice, the Dist. 214 Board of 
Education decided Monday to hold off 
payment of the $2,059 tab for the pic- 
nic attended by about 2,000 unit dis- 
trict opponents last month at Elk 
Grove High School, 500 Elk Grove 
Blvd., Elk Grove Village. 


Supt. Edward Gilbert said the board 


•will explore ways other than using 
public money to pay the bill, which 
includes $1,972 for food and labor and 
$87.57 for postage to mail out postcard 
invitations. 


THE FOOD, hot dogs, potato salad, 


rolls, brownies and lemonade, was 
prepared by four Elk Grove High 
School cafeteria workers and served 
by Dist. 214 administrators and board 
members. 


Board member Richard Bachhuber 


said one way to pay the tab would be 
through public donations. He said the 
board "is in no rush" to make the 
payment because the money is owed 
to Elk Grove High School which has 
already paid the food vendors bills. 


He said the board began to receive 


complaints about the expenditure af- 
ter newspaper stories appeared about 
it, and decided to seek an opinion 
from its legal counsel. 


Dist. 214 attorneys said nothing in 


the Illinois School Code prohibits 
spending public funds in that way, but 
no provision in the code approves it, 
Gilbert said. 


BOARD MEMBER John Gmitro 


said the legal opinion is "the only 
thing that changed our (the board's) 
view. If we'd had any qualms, we'd 
have sought a lawyer's opinion first." 


Bachhuber said the board examined 


"its feelings and motives" and deter- 
mined that thanking the unit district 
opponents was in order. But "on sec- 
ond thought, this was not the way to 
do it," he said. 


Gilbert said the Dist. 214 adminis- 


tration center has received only about 
six complaints, and added he does not 
think the board has acted in response 
to public outcry. 


"If the Dist. 214 board makes an 


error in judgment, they're willing to 
face the facts and rectify the situ- 
ation," he said. "It's in keeping with 
the way the board has functioned over 
the years."

Carter wins major 
energy tax victory 


After numerous setbacks, President Carter won a major energy 


victory Tuesday when the House Ways and Means Committee ap- 
proved his oil tax and refused a multi-billion dollar reward to 
Industry for exploration. The committee adopted Carter's tax, 21 
to 16, with some changes to broaden the types of new production 
that could get the highest "incentive price." "This, I think, is the 
real heart of the President's energy program," said chairman Al 
Ullman, D-Ore. 


The tax would take place in three main steps: moving domestic 


oil now controlled at approximately $5.25 a barrel to about $8 75; 
then $11.55; then taking that oil, plus oil now set at $11.28, to the 
world price of about $13.60. It will raise gasoline prices by about 
seven cents a gallon when the tax is fully implemented and passed 
ion to consumers by the oil companies. Other oil products also 
would coat more. 


Girl dies of Laelrile poisoning 


The Wyoming County sheriff's office Tuesday was investigating 


the death of a 10-month-old girl, apparently the first accidental 
victim of Laetrlle poisoning in the United States. Laetrile, derived 
from apricot pits, is banned in most states, including New York. 
Some doctors and many cancer patients claim the drug is effective 
In the treatment of cancer and should be legalized. The Erie Coun- 
ty medical examiner's office said a ruling was being withheld on 
the exact cause of death pending toxicology tests. 


Officials at Children's Hospital in Buffalo said, however, the 


baby took Laetnle tablets being used by her father and, as a 
result, died of cyanide poisoning. Cyanide is a component of the 
controversial cancer treatment drug. Dr. Elliot F. Ellis, chief pe- 
diatrician at Children's Hospital, bald a blood analysis "confirmed 
a high level of cyanide in the blood." 


Begin new bid for Ray's freedom 


The last of the prisoners who escaped with James Earl Ray, 


Douglas Shelton, was recaptured Tuesday, but a new bid for Ray's 
freedom Immediately began with a claim by Ray's attorney that 
he has fresh evidence in the slaying of Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 
Jack Kershaw, the latest in a long string of Ray's lawyers, said he 
had obtained an excellent picture of the mysterious "Raoul," the 
man Ray claims told him to purchase the gun that was used in the 
assassination of the civil rights leader. Kershaw said he would 
request a new trial now that he has the photo. Asked how he 
obtained it, Kershaw responded: "By sheer luck and investigative 
brilliance." 


The attorney met with Kay for 90 minutes Tuesday and later 


reported Ray "was mentally exhausted" from his 54-hour prison 
escape. Ray, who went over the wall at Brushy Mountain State 
Prison Friday evening, was recaptured Monday by the same dog 
handler that rounded up the last of the escapees Tuesday. 


Court continues Concorde ban 


A federal appeals court Tuesday overturned a lower court deci- 


sion and continued the 13-month ban by the Port Authority of New 
York and New Jersey on Concorde supersonic jetliner operations 
at Kennedy Airport pending a final ruling on landing rights. In 
maintaining that ban, the three-Judge US. 2nd Circuit Court of 
Appeals sent the controversial issue back to U S. District Judge 
Milton Pollack for further proceedings to determine if the Port 
Authority, which operates Kennedy Airport, was justified and rea- 
sonable in the ban. The ruling ordering a new round of court 
proceedings appeared likely to extend for at lecst a month or two 
any hopes Britain and France, joint sponsors of the Concorde, had 
In starting Concorde operations at JFK.

Mol uccans bury six terrorists 


Mora than 6,000 grieving South Moluccans, many weeping and 


carrying wreaths and flowers. Tuesday buried six terrorists in a 
common grave only miles from the meadowland where they held a 
hijacked train for 19 days. Throughout the morning, trains and 
buses brought hundreds of South Moluccans to this northern town 
to pay filial tribute to the terrorists, who died when Dutch troops 
stormed the train Saturday and freed 49 hostages. In all, about 
one-sixth of Holland's 35,000-member Moluccan community turned 
out for the funeral. Most of the men wore black suits. Nearly all 
Un mourners carried flowers. 


Gleason indicted ^yy^v««w=^a»^>» 
in illegal use 
of $528,745

John S. Gleason Jr., former com- 


mander of the American Legion and 
former head of the Veterans' Admin- 
istration, was indicted Tuesday on 
charges he Illegally converted $528,745 
in bank funds for his own use. 


Gleason, 62, of Winnetka, a wealthy 


Chicago suburb, also was charged 
with lying on a proxy statement in an 
attempt to win election as a director 
of a Chicago firm 


Gleason, a Notre Dame graduate 


who also studied at Harvard, was ap- 
pointed by President John F, Kennedy 
to head the Veterans Administration. 
He held that post from 1961 through 
1965 under Kennedy and Lyndon B. 
Johnson. He served as national com-' 
mander of the American Legion from 
1957 to 1958. 


THE INDICTMENT was announced 


by the Justice Department in Wash- 
ington and in Chicago by William J. 
Mulligan, U.S. attorney for eastern 
Wisconsin, who handled the case at 
the request of Chicago prosecutors. 


Conviction on all counts could result 


in a maximum prison term of 15 
years and fines up to $20,000, Mulligan 
said. 


The first count of the indictment 


charges Gleason used his position as 
director of the Mercantile National 
Bank of Chicago to obtain loans for 
Earth Watchers Inc., a Wisconsin 
firm. Mulligan said Gleason told the 
bank's loan committee he had only a 2 
per cent interest in Earth Watchers 
when he actually had a controlling 60 
per cent interest. 


The second count charges Gleason 


diverted to his personal use a $60,000 
loan allegedly made to an I. Irving 
Davidson. Mulligan did not explain 
how that diversion was accomplished.

Greek directory listing service in Chi- 
cago, was arrested at his office Mon- 
day after a runaway 16-year-old girl 
told police of her association with 
Frantzls. 


The girl allegedly appeared in por- 


nographic photos taken by Frantzls in 
exchange for gifts and money. Youth 
Investigator James J. Riordan Jr., of 
Chicago's Area 6 Youth Division, said 
the girl is one of at least four girls 
whom police believe were involved 
with Frantzls. 


RIORDAN SAID SOME 35 por- 


nographic photos were found in 
Frantzls' office at the time of his ar- 
rest. Riordan said police believe 
many more photos were destroyed be- 
fore Frantzis was apprehended. 


Riordan described Frantzls as an 


immigrant who has lived in the 
United States six or seven years. 


David J. Welch, 28, a former Arling- 


ton Heights man, also is facing felony 
charges of taking Indecent liberties 
with his 14-year-old foster son a boy 
who also allegedly appeared in a por- 
nographic film produced by Park 
Ridge dentist Dr. Lloyd Lange and 
several other men. 


Welch, who is serving a five-year 


probation sentence for the 1974 sexual 
assault of a 16-year-old Arlington 
Heights boy, will be arraigned June 
22. 


Riordan said Frantzls allegedly sold 


some of the photos he took, although 
he Is not believed to be part of a child 
pornography ring. The youth officer 
said, however, that at least five other 
girls, some of them younger than 16, 
also could be involved with Frantzls. 


RIORDAN SAID Frantzls, 
who 


recently married, apparently used his 
office and motels rather than his 
Wheeling residence for the picture- 
taking sessions. He said Frantzls 
apparently has not lived long at the 
Wheeling address because outstanding 
traffic warrants against him. within 
the past year listed for Deerfleld and 
Chicago addresses. 


Neighbors of Frantzls' E. Willow 


Rood address said they did not know 
him. His residence is listed under the 
name of his wife, who had lived at the 
apartment for several years before 
marrying Frantzis, Riordan and the 
apartment manager said. 


Frantzis had been arrested once be- 


fore, on June 2 on related pornogra- 
phy charges, Riordan said. Police ar- 
rested him again Monday on the addi- 
t i o n a l misdemeanor pornography 
charges following information sup- 
plied by the minor girl, ho said. 


Frantzls will appear July 7 in do- 


mestic relations court, 1121 S. State 
St., Chicago.

Trustee August Bettman says

Any attempt by the village to 


change its zoning codes to con- 
trol the opening of a branch 
campus can only be interpreted 
as an attempt to dictate to Ar- 
lington Heights Dist., 25 officials 
what school to close and what 
to do with the vacant school. 


Tliis type of interference in the 


affairs of another governmental 
body should not be tolerated. 


The Dist. 25 board of educa- 


tion has a history of being re- 
sponsive to the needs and desir- 
es of the community and there is 
no reason to think it will act 
otherwise in this case. 


The community was made 


a w a r e of negotiations with 
Roosevelt to lease a school at an 
early date and Dist. 25 officials 
have planned public hearings on 
the proposed closing of either 
Thomas or Miner junior high 
school for this month. 


Tliis is not to say there are not 


legitimate zoning matters that 
need to be addressed. Traffic, 
parking and impact on the area 
where 
the proposed branch 


campus will be located should be 
considered. 


Village officials should discuss 


these and any other concerns 
they have about Roosevelt Uni- 
versity with Dist. 25 officials so 
they can be addressed at the 
public hearings. 


The village also could offer the 


technical expertise of its staff to 
aid Dist. 25 in its deliberations 
— but, the final decision on leas- 
ing a school to Roosevelt Univer- 
sity should rest with the Dist. 25 
board. 
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Saying no to Playboy 


The Carter administration has

Will America's melting pot 
boil over linguistic rights?

Back around the turn of the century, during the high 


tide of immigration, Teddy Roosevelt saw a danger of 
the United States turning into a "polyglot boarding 
house." 


It didn't happen, chiefly because in those survival-ol'- 


llie-flltest days, it was sink or swim for immigrants. 
Either they learned English or they had little chance of 
entering the mainstream of American society. 


Today, however, the ruling philosophy seems to be 


that every private problem must have a public remedy. 
Recent government legislation and court rulings — 
combined with the phenomenon of a continued high im- 
migration rate, especially of the illegal kind — are 
making it increasingly likely that the United States will 
become a bilingual, if not a multilingual, society, say 
some observers. 


IN 1974, FOR EXAMPLE, the U. S. Supreme Court 


ruled that San Francisco schools must provide special 
language classes for non-English-speaking 
students. 


This ruling, says James Farrell in a book called "Give 
Us Your Poor (The Immigration Bomb)," opened the 
door for multilingual educational programs throughout 
the nation — "programs which 'will ultimately cost the 
taxpayers hundreds of millions of dollars annually" at a 
time when many schools are being forced to cut back or 
eliminate programs in art, music, drama and sports 
due to a lack of funds. 


In 1975, Congress passed a bill requiring that voter 


information, registration forms and ballots be printed 
both in English and in the language of every group 
constituting more than five per cent of the population of 
a particular area. 


As a result, San Francisco must now print ballots in 


English, Spanish and Chinese. A fourth language, Taga- 
log (Filipino) may have to be added after the next 
census. 


IN 1970, IN WHAT Farrell sees as another step in the 


deAmericanizing" ot the United States, the U. S. Jus- 


\ 


tice Department Tilled that 513 political jurisdictions ui 
some 30 states must hold elections in more than one 
language to comply with 1975 amendments to the Voting 
Rights Act. 


It is the increasing impact of illegal immigration, 


however, that gives the greatest cause for concern. 


"The problem is serious," warns Leonard D. Chap- 


man, former commissioner of the Immigration and Nat- 
uralization Service. "But we are seeing only the begin- 
ning of a flood, a human tide that .is going to engulf our 
country unless something is done to stop, or at least 
slow it." 


Writing in "The Futurist," John D. Huss and Melanie 


J. Wirken contend that official projections of the U. S. 
population, based on the current birthrate of U. S. wom- 
en and the total number of legal immigrants, are prob- 
ably "much too low." 


MORE REALISTIC projections, they say, would take 


into account the 800,000 illegal immigrants, -mostly 
Spanish-speaking, believed to enter the country each 
year. Assuming nothing is done to curb illegal immigra- 
tion, the U. S. might have nearly 100 million more 
people in the year 2025 than would be expected on the 
basis of the current natural increase (2.1 million births 
per year) plus legal immigration (400,000 per year). 


In the same issue of the magazine, Richard Dowries 


paints two "scenarios" of the possible consequences 
of illegal immigration, one optimistic, the other pessi- 
mistic. In the first, the United States gradually and 
peacefully accomplishes the transition to a Spanish- 
speaking society. In the second, mounting social strife 
eventually leads to a break-up of the U.S.A. 


Forecasting the future on the basis of presently per- 


ceived trends is always a highly chancy business, of 
course, especially when human beings are involved. But 
enough evidence is accumulating to lend more than a 
little urgency to warnings that unless great wisdom and 
foresight are brought to bear on the problems of illegal 
immigration and linguistic "rights," the so-called mel- 
ting pot could one day come to a real boil.

She is at last being 
asked to go in earnest. It is not abso- 
lutely certain she will — like J. Edgar 
Hoover, she has survived numerous 
efforts by new administrations to per- 
suade her to move on.

in Paris and Moscow to spy on a Har- 
vard professor on sabbatical; he was 
well known for his opposition to the 
Vietnam war.

TO MANY Ms. Knight would be

For nine years, after being 
appointed under John Foster Dulles, 
one of her jobs was to see that pass- 
ports were not issued to Communists, 
or to members of any other political 
parties proscribed under the infamous 
Internal Security Act of 1950. 


Herbert Aptheker, then head of the

stitutionality of the clause in the act 
denying passports to .members of list- 
ed parties. His case went to the Su- 
preme Court, which in June, 1964, 
ruled in his favor. 


Since then the trend has been away 


from using the passport politically. 
According to the State Department, 
the only proper occasions for denying 
an applicant a passport today arise 
when federal warrants are issued to 
prevent a fugitive leaving the country 
or when a court intervenes in a custo- 
dial proceeding to prevent a parent 
from taking children abroad. 


It is not claimed that during the 


1960s and early 70s political activists 
experienced no delays in getting pass- 
ports, but such discrimination is now 
said to be a thing of the past. 


In March of this year, the final 


travel restrictions were lifted when 
Americans were told they need no 
longer seek special permission to 
travel to Cuba, North Korea, Cam- 
bodia or Vietnam.

Prison isles: 
to escape or 


face death 


A small coaster used to sail north 


out of Cayenne, French Guinea, on 
flat oily seas. It made the voyage 
once a month. At dawn, pink ribands 
arced to the east. Dead ahead three 
Afro heads stood silently. These were 
the "Isles of Salvation," the poorly 
named prison most people remember 
as Devil's Island. 


France reserved this place for con- 


victs it never wanted to see again. 
The little islands were five degrees 
north of the Equator; the heat was 
unspeakable by night as well as day. 
Only mosquitoes and scorpions flou- 
rished. 


The sea abounded with the dorsal 


fins of sharks. Guards urged prisoners 
to try to escape. The food was rancid. 
Those who could not work were per- 
mitted to starve and die in small 
cells. Prisoners wore loose white cot- 
ton clothing and each man was per- 
mitted one straw hat. 


IF HE LOST the hat, or it was sto- 


len, he worked under a brassy sun 
without it. A French doctor toured the 
three islets once a month — not to 
help anyone — but to point out ma- 
lingerers. 


The French government insisted 


that there was no way of escaping 
alive from Devil's Island. I know of 
two. The Irving Wallace family, in 
their "The Book of Lists," enumerate 
eight. No one kept track of the hun- 
dreds of men who plunged into the sea 
and disappeared. 


Germain Joliton, a dark, intense 


young man, surprised his sweetheart 
with another man outside Paris. He 
stabbed her to death. In 1919, Joliton 
was sent to Devil's Island- Every- 
where he looked, he saw the faces of 
the dying. The guillotine was more 
merciful than the Isles of Salvation. 


He vowed he would escape or die. 


No one knows how many attempts he 
made, or how many times he was 
caught and punished. After 18 years, 
Joliton left in a homemade dugout ca- 
noe. With him he had a bank robber, 
a jewel thief and three murderers. 


THE CANOE drifted for weeks. 


They had no fresh water. No one had 
the strength to paddle. An ocean cur- 
rent carried them 750 miles north to 
the island of Trinidad. Joliton's mouth 
and eyes were closed with blisters. 


France had treaties with other 


countries in South America promising 
the return of escapees for additional 
punishment. 
Officials 
at Trinidad 


were moved to pity. They gave medi- 
cal care to the six and permitted 
them to stay. 


I do not recall the offense of M. 


Geradin. The guards at Devil's Island 
chained him to a leper for a year. The 
prisoner learned a lot about leprosy, 
the numbness which starts in feet and 
hands and ears and leads to gangrene 
unless they are cut off. 


Geradin feigned leprosy. This re- 


quired nerve. To convince the doctor 
and guards, Gerardin amputated a 
few fingers and one ear. He was 
transferred to the He du St Louis, the 
final haven of the diseased. 


In a short while, the lepers passed 


the word that Geradin was not a le- 
per. They had no hope of escape, so 
they spent their time helping the fa- 
ker get off the island. In tune, they 
smuggled him on a boat sailing for 
Para, at the mouth of the Amazon. 


He had several fingers left and he 


If he 
were caught by the Brazilian police, 
Gerardin knew that he would be re- 
turned to Devil's Island. He kept mov- 
ing. 


In time, he passed himself off as a 


transient dentist. In small villages he 
got small pay for yanking teeth and 
making fillings. Always he moved 
south, farther and farther away from 
Devil's Island. 


GERARDIN WAS becoming gray 


and sickly as he skirted around Rio de 
Janeiro, fearful of being asked a ques- 
tion. He had made over 2,000 miles on 
foot when he reached the big city of 
Sao Paulo. 


He was so weak that he could not 


work or walk. If he were discovered, 
Gerardin knew that he would not go 
back. He would kill himself. At long 
last he went to a public clinic. 


The doctors stripped him. They 


knew by the tattoo on bis arm, and by 
his French accent, that he had come 
from Devil's Island. They broke the 
bad news as gently as possible. Ge- 
rardin had leprosy.

With that simple proclamation, The 


Herald will have a full-time corre- 
spondent In the state capital for the 
first time. 


It is not a revolutionary Idea. Doz- 


ens of reporters work here already. 
But opening the bureau does create a 
forum for thoughts about being im- 
mersed In the pit of politics and gov- 
ernment In Illinois. 


It is easy to sit in Arlington Heights 


and maintain a high degree of skeptic- 
ism about the work of government 
and politicians. The call for perfect 
behavior can be sounded without a 
second thought. 


WHAT MIGHT BE the center of the 


universe for Mr. or Ms. Lawmaker 
might not amount to a hill of beans 
for Larry Lunchbucket — the con- 
stituent — and it is easy to say Just 
that. 


But dealng with those behaviorial 


quirks and the machinations of the 
bureaucracy wilt not be as difficult as 
making assessments on the conduct of 
government. 


Too many instances have cropped 


up in the past IB months to make an 
observer wonder if there is something 
funny in the water in the capital city. 


Too many instances of an indiscreet 


and/or Illegal nature get the sly wink 
by normally honest people. I have to 
wonder if being in the thick of things 
causes people to forget the difference 
between right and wrong. 


Parents told to fight 
permissive society 


Where have all the parents gone? 
Teen-age pregnancies — the news- 


paper says it is a problem. T.V. Col- 
umnist Diane Mermigas says "Be- 
cause sex and sexual permissiveness 
Ls a message that comes in all forms 
and all mediums today, it cannot be 
ignored." The newspaper and Diane 
are correct. What can we do to help? 
I think as parents we can change our 
sexually permissive society. How? If 
you don't like a poster in a store, call 
the manager. Write or call your TV 
station if a program 
encourages 


something you don't think is moral. 


TV in our home is edited. And I re- 


fuse to add to the ratings of "Three's 
Company" because I don't approve of 
co-ed living. Write to your local movie 
theater and your radio stations. 


Where have all the parents gone? 


We're here. But for our children I 
think we have to change our society a 
little. I don't need movies, songs, TV, 
ads, etc. to make my job harder than 
it already Is.

FOR EXAMPLE, take the 1976 


scandal 
involving former Illinois 


House Majority Leader Gerald Shea 
of suburban Riverside. 


Shea managed to represent a pri- 


vate legal client who had problems 
with a state agency and introduce 
legislation that was beneficial to the 
client, while he was allegedly having 
"The People" as his only "client." 


Another lawyer, State Rep. Eugene 


Schllckman, 
R-Arlington 
Heights, 


found the situation outrageous, illegal 
and Intolerable. He managed to rise 
above the morass of moral indiffer- 
ence and file unprecedented mis- 
conduct charges against Shea. 


The real world might have penalized 


Shea for the behavior, but his col- 
leagues voted overwhelmingly 
to 


dump the charges. Now out of office, 
Shea can devote his full effort to lob- 
bying for private clients. Now he can 
be frequently seen roaming the floor 
of the Illinois House, looking for a 
friendly vote, ignoring the rule that 
only members may be on the House 
floor when the representatives are in 
session. 


HIGH-MINDED PEOPLE 
said 


they were confused by the charges 
against Shea or noted the evidence 
left some doubt in their minds. It was 
hard to keep a straight face while 
recording the logic behind their votes 
in the Shea affair. 


More recently, returning State Rep 


E d w a r d McBroom, R-Kankakee, 
made one of his first "official" acts 
the distributee of a catchy little bro- 
chure which offered his Jamaica villa 
as a vacation retreat for colleagues at 
a discount price. 


McBroom, who had served in the Il- 


linois Senate several years go, used 
official stationery and state employes 
to deliver the offering. He thought 
there was nothing improper with the 
move. The episode brought little more 
than a few chuckles from colleagues 
about McBroom wasting no time in 
"getting down to the business of gov- 
ernment." 


There are other examples, but these 


two are enough to raise the question 
why some seem to take leave of their 
sense when they arrive in Springfield. 


IT 
OBVIOUSLY HAPPENS 
to 


some, the "how" or "why" really 
cannot be known. It is probably easier 
to go along with flow. An occasional 
wink of the eye is usually enough to 
get most people through a crisis. 


Besides winking, politicians can just 


not pay attention to rumors or any- 
thing that can be labeled a rumor; 
dismiss indictments aa not being con- 
victions and comment on how sad the 
jailing of colleagues must be for the 
colleagues' families. 


Recognition of the syndrome may 


be the surest cure of avoiding the 
temptation to look the other way. 


If not, I may have to swear off 


Springfield water for the immediate 
future.

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DES daughter: she lives 


with a cancer time bomb

It was the winter of 1952, and the 


woman was worried. She was still try- 
ing to become pregnant alter four 
years of marriage, and when one mis- 
carriage was followed by several false 
alarms and menstrual complications, 
ahe asked her doctor for help. 


He prescribed what he optimistical- 


ly termed a "wonder drug," and in 
December, 1053, the happy mother 
gave birth to a baby girl. 


I am Ibat baby, and my mother's 


"wonder drug" is DES (dlethylstll- 
bestrol), a synthetic estrogen that was 
prescribed for thousands of pregnant 
women in the '40s and '50s to prevent 
miscarriage. Yet not only have stud- 
lea proved since then that DES was 
Ineffective in saving the life of the 
fetus, but I am one of as many as 
three million daughters who live with 
a possible "cancer time bomb" in our 
vaginas or cervixes. 


A LINK BETWEEN the daughters 


' of mothers who took DES and clear- 
cell adenocarclnoma, a rare cancer of 
the vagina or cervix, was discovered 
in 1971 by Dr. Arthur Herbst, former- 
ly of Harvard University Medical 
School and now of the University 
of Chicago. The Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration told doctors to stop pre- 
scribing DES for miscarriages, but 
the drug is still used today In the 
"morning-after pill," as a food addi- 
tive In beef cattle and in the treat- 
ment of some medical problems. 


To date, about 250 DES daughters 


have developed cancer, most between 
the ages of 7 and 29. At least 60 have 
died. Abnormal tissue on the vagina 
or cervix, called adenosls, showed up 
In 90 per cent of the DES daughters 
Identified so far. 


According to a recent study by Dr. 


Herbst, the incidence of cancer is low- 
er than originally anticipated. Be- 
tween 1 in 1,000 and l In 10,000 young 
women may be affected, depending on 
the number of mothers who took the 
drug. That number Is difficult to as- 
certain, said Dr. Herbst, because 
many medical records may have been 
lost or destroyed or the mother's phy- 
sician may have died. 


BUT EVEN IF the incidence of can- 


cer Is small, DES daughters face a lot 
of uncertainties. No one knows what 
effect DES will have on our children, 
whether birth control pills will stimu- 
late cancer in the now-benign ade- 
nosls, what will happen as we reach 
menopause. The medical response to 
the uncertainty has been to recom- 
mend observation via thorough exam- 
inations every six months to a year, 
but the psychology of DES is much 
more intricate. 


Like many young women, I make 


my annual trek to the gynecologist 
with nothing more than a slightly jit- 
tery stomach and a good book to 
while away the waiting time. My Pap 
smears have always been negative, 
and those horror stories of vaginal 
cancer and radical hysterectomies 
never made an impact. 


They didn't, that Is, until a routine 


check-up three weeks ago revealed an 
unusual ring of tissue around my cer- 
vix. When my doctor gently asked me 
If my mother had taken DES, the 
headlines came back in a rush. I was 


terrified. My doctor quickly reassur- 
ed me there was no evidence of can- 
cer, but as a precaution he performed 
a colposcopy, a new procedure which 
uses a high-powered microscope to 
record any changes in the reproduc- 
tive tract. He told me candidly that 
the incidence of cancer was low, and 
instructed me to report back in a 
month. 


WHEN I LEFT his office I still 


wasn't sure whether the horror stor- 
ies applied to me, and as I discovered 
that night, neither was my mother. 
Her doctor hadn't informed her of the 
drug's name or purpose, and it took a 
check of her records for our family 
doctor to confirm it: she had taken 
Stiibestrol, a DES brand name, 
throughout her pregnancies with both 
me and my 22-year-old sister. 


How does the news affect a DES 


daughter or mother? 


"People's emotional reactions are 


different, but most have accepted it, 
if not with happiness at least with un- 
derstanding," Said Dr. Herbst, who 
has examined hundreds of DES 
daughters. "No one can guarantee the 
future, and we can't just say forget 
about it. But the facts are not that 
frightening." 


The DES discovery has made an 


impact, however: at last month's an- 
nual meeting of the American College 
of Obstetrics and Gynecology in Chi- 
cago, participants .expressed concern 
about the emotional upheaval many 
women experience. 


MOTHERS WHO took DES are of- 


ten consumed with guilt, and Dr. 
Soraflna Corsella, a New York psy- 
chiatrist, reports some daughters be- 


come promiscuous or vow never to 
marry and have children, Some wom- 
en are outraged — at their doctors, 
their hospitals and the pharmeceutic- 
al companies that manufactured DES. 
Watch groups are beginning to organ- 
ize, and several class action suits 
have been filed. 


A Detroit judge last month dis- 


missed a lawsuit filed by 144 DES 
daughters and 40 husbands, who were 
seeking damages against the phar- 
maceutical industry as a whole be- 
cause the women had contracted can- 
cer. The judge said the women could 
not sue all drug makers on the as- 
sumption that they had produced the 
drugs which caused the cancer. The 
women are appealing the decision. 


In Chicago, DES daughter Mary 


Jule Morrissey recently filed a $77.6- 
mlllion suit which charges that Chi- 
cago's Lylng-Iu Hospital prescribed 
DES to pregnant women on an ex- 
perimental basis without informing 
them. Ms. Morrissey is asking that all 
Illinois DES daughters be identified 
and told of the drug's effects. 


AND WHAT of my own discovery? 


My mother, after a short 'period of 
recrimination, now accepts the slim 
possibility of cancer and feels no mal- 
ice toward her doctor, who could not 
know the events that would follow two 
decades later. 


I am concerned about my sister, 


who has yet to be examined but who 


. most likely will also have the charac- 


teristic adenosls in DES daughters. 


I don't relish the expense of an ex- 


amination every six months, and I 
worry about the controversy sur- 
rounding treatment of adenosis. Some 


doctors recommend close supervision 
alone; others are in favor of a more 
activist approach including surgery or 
cauterization. No one can tell when or 
if the abnormal tissue will become 
cancerous, and the phenomenon is 
still too new for an accepted proce- 
dure. 


/ 


I'm curious about DES sons, who at 


the present time show no signs of ma- 
lignant tissue but who may also be 
affected by their mothers' concern 
about avoiding miscarriage. Studies 
are now underway, and while an in- 
crease in sterility and genital ab- 
normalities has been observed in 
male DES offspring of mice, Dr. 
Herbst said there is no such link in 
human males. 


WHILE I don't share the anger 


some daughters have directed at the 
medical profession or pharmaceutical 
companies, I do resent a lack of 
knowledge that led two other gyneco- 
logists — both visited after 1971 — to 
remark on my "unusual" cervix but 
fail to associate the condition with 
DES. 


Most of all, I worry about the un- 


known. I'm grateful to my doctor for 
recognizing the problem and handling 
my questions with concern and hon- 
esty. But despite the statistics, the 
word cancer has, taken on a new 
meaning. 


As Dr. Herbst pointed out, "The 


vast majority (of DES daughters) 
show no signs of pre-malignant tissue. 
But there is an increased risk of can- 
cer in women whose mothers took the 
drug, and they should be followed on 
a close basis. Anything less than that 
is sheer folly."

Women and children first 
Noise complaint 
citizen's right 


Dear "Going Deaf," 


Don't be discouraged. You cer- 


tainly do have a right to complain 
about the noise caused by O'Hare 
flights over your head. Following 
your letter, I, too, was told, "You 
use planes, don't you?" — as if 
that solves the problem or as if 
we have a suitable atemative now 
that long distance train trans- 
portation is practically obsolete. 


But I went beyond the double 


talk of the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration to the more informa- 
tive Des Plaines Environmental 
Department, the Illinois Pollution 
Control Board and our congress- 
man's secretary. From all those 
sources I garnered the following 
information. 
(It's 
necessarily 


sketchy because the problem and 
solution are extremely complex 
and too lengthy for a column.) 


• Two thousand planes fly to 


and from O'Hare daily ait the rate 
of 1 every 45 seconds! The sound 
decibal is 50, and the environmen- 
talists I spoke to say that's too 
high. 


• Noise is cumulative. The 


sound disappears with the plane's 
disappearance, but the damage to 
the ears is permanent and irre- 
versible. 


• If you cannot carry on a con- 


versation over and above the 
sound of the planes (or in fact any 
noise), the same thing is true. 


• If the Concorde is permitted 


to fly over New York, there's no 
reason to think it won't fly here. 


• The Federal government 


can't control the noise. It's a state 
problem. 


• The plan for noise abatement 


as it now stands won't give us 
complete relief for eight years. 


• Illinois has adopted a Noise 


Regulation Act (1965), but it is 
being amended. 


These and other related matters 


will be part of the series of hear- 
ings sst by the Illinois attorney 
general, the first to be held Fri- 
day, June 17, at Skokie Public Li- 
brary starting at 10 a.m. and con- 
tinuing throughout the day. The 
second will be held Friday, July-8, 
Bensenville Village Hall (same 
time). The last two will be held in 


Schiller Park and Des Plaines, 
the latter an evening meeting. 
Time and places are yet to be 
scheduled. 


Anyone interested in voicing ob- 


jections to plane noises, or testi- 
fying to the effect it has on him or 
her, is invited to take part. (I'll be 
at the Bensenville and following 
meetings. I, too, am "going deaf" 
every 45 seconds.)

DES kids may find this answers their questions 


Are you a DES daughter or son? 
Ask your mother, your pediatrician 


or your mother's obstetrician to sug- 
gest authorities who contribute to 
DES /act sheets for activist DES 
watch groups. 


Questions and answers from these 


sources plus the National Cancer In- 
stitute's pamphlet, "About DES Ex- 
posure Before Birth," may help to tell 
you. 


You might also check your hospital 


delivery records and pharmacy files. 
You have a legal right to see all 
records pertaining to your care. 


The oldest DES offspring are in 


their early thirties. There are unans- 
wered questions concerning the ef- 
fects of childbirth, menopause and ag- 
ing on these women. No one knows all 
the answers about DES sons either. 


Following are common questions 


coming Into the New York DES-Watch 
office by letter and phone. 


Q. When should a DES daughter re- 


ceive her first exam? 


A. Many experts advise that the 


first exam should be scheduled for 
•gt 14 or at the time of the woman's 
first menstrual period, whichever 
comes sooner. The DES BOBS, It is rec- 


ommended, should be examined by a 
urologist when they enter puberty. 


Q. How long should a DBS-daughter 


be screened? 


A. Throughout her lifetime. Al- 


though adenocarclnomas have been 
discovered in daughters age seven to 
29, it Is theorized that other types of 
cancer might develop in later years. 
There has been no opportunity to 
study all long-term risks. No one 
knows. 


Q. Can a DES daughter bear chil- 


dren? 


A. DES daughters have given birth 


to normal children. The number of 
DES childbearlng-age women is still 
small so complete reports will be de- 
veloped in time, as the DES daughter 
story unfolds over the decades. 


Q. Are there any symptoms of DES 


exposure? 


A. Most DES-related effects display 


no symptoms to the woman involved. 
Abnormal discharge, irregular bleed- 
ing often are indications of genital 
conditions requiring a doctor's atten- 
tion. Such signs are found in non-DES 
daughters for many reasons. In young 
girls, pre-menstrual bleeding or ir- 
regular spotting should no longer be 


viewed as automatic signs of normal 
development. 


Q. What about DES in food? 
A. Recent reports indicating DES 


residues in beef liver caused Dr. 
Frank J. Rauscher Jr. to caution 
pregnant women against eating beef 
liver during the first trimester. He is- 
sued the warning when he was medi- 
cal director of the National Cancer In- 
stitute. He is now an official of the 
American Cancer Society. 


Q. If cancer is discovered, what 


treatment is necessary? 


A. Depending on the condition, sur- 


gery usually is prescribed to remove 
cancer portions of the vagina and ut- 
erus. Chemotherapy sometimes has 
been considered beneficial, among 
other therapies. "But radiation rarely 
is advisable." 


Q. As a DES daughter, what effect 


should this knowledge of being a DES- 
offspring have on my life? 


A. Most DES daughters experience 


some anxiety when they learn of their 
condition. It is often helpful to discuss 
feelings with other DES daughters 
and mothers. Perhaps the greatest 
help is in the opportunity to meet with 
other DES-exposed women and share 


and search for knowledge in a group. 


Q. How can I prepare my daughter 


for her first vaginal examination? 


A. It can be helpful to educate your 


daughter about her body, starting 
from an early age. If she learns that 
body processes and examinations are 
natural, not shameful, her first exam 
will not be so dreaded and embarrass- 
ing. Some mothers bring young 
daughters to their own gynecological 
exams, establishing the concept that 
"Mommy does this — it's okay." 


Q. What if my medical records are 


not available or incomplete, ask many 
mothers who do not know if the medi- 
cine they were given during preg- 
nancy was DES? 


A. Many women will find old 


records have been lost or destroyed. 
In addition, obstetrical records often 
are incomplete and may omit refer- 
ence to DES prescription. 


If adequate information sources are 


unavailable a suspected DES-daugh- 
ter should ask to receive a Schiller or 
diluted Lugol stain test during a gyne- 
cological examination. These tests 
will reveal most cases of adenosis. To 
find eH the DES daughters It is rec- 
ommended by some authorities that 


this screening became a part of all 
gynecological examinations. 


The Schiller or dilute Lugol Stain, a 


painless iodine dye swabbed on vagin- 
al walls and cervix does not color 
most adenosis patches. Most normal 
cells and secretions do take the stain. 


Another examination allows micro- 


scopic visualization of internal areas 
to detect possible cell changes. 


A biopsy may be necessary to deter* 


mine whether abnormal cells are can- 
cerous. 


Q. Where can I find complete, sensi- 


tive DES screening? 


A. This question is being asked by 


millions of women throughout the 
country. At DES-Watch in New York 
authorities say it is important to es- 
tablish a screening registry in every 
area of the United States.

Could Us liver be affected now even though he hit no 
palnr Whit ktodi of tuts are there to check liver? 


Yes, his liver can already be undergoing changes. It seems to be 


very hard for people to grasp that their body may be undergoing 
serious changes that they cannot see or fed. That Is why we have 
special tests. His liver could be developing fatty deposits Inside it 
and there would be no pain at all. Incidentally cirrhosis of the 
liver la the fourth leading cause of death In men between the ages 
of 36 and M and 60 per cent of these are caused by alcohol — a 
preventable disease. 


Chemical tests are done to test the liver function when indicated. 


And when the situation warrants it, the doctor can take a small 
biopsy of the liver with • special needle and look at a small sliver 
of tissue under a microscope. 


There are also some physical signs of liver damage the doctor 


can find that may not be so obvious to the untrained individual. To 
give you more Information I am sending you The Health Letter 
number 7-8, Living With Your Liver.

became so enlarged they were tender and hurt her. She aim had a 
temperature off and on, often up to 103 degrees. 


She had large amounts of red blood cells In her urine and her 


strep count was op to Z,SM. The doctor decided she bad sun-acute 
•ephrllls. 


He said It was caused from the strep In her system. He has been 


treating her with penicillin. She bis a pale look all over and at 
times sheet-white bands, anna and face. The doctor doesn't seem 
concerned about this white look. She has to urinate frequently and 
drinks lots of water and juices. 


Is there aay special diet that she should be on? Her glands are 


still swollen, but the doctor says It takes tune, maybe months or 
Dp to two years for the disease to go away. What elie can we do? 


Your story is typical for a case of sub-acute glomerulonephrltis 


and I'm certain your doctor has made the right diagnosis. The 
strep count (ASO liter) is very high and proves that she has had a 
streptococcal infection. The swollen glands are part of the picture. 
The kidney Involvement begins within about 10 days to two weeks 
after the streptococcal infection. 


The kidneys react to the infection similar to the way the heart 


does when rheumatic /ever follows In the wake of strep throat. 


The best treatment la to eradicate the Infection and penicillin is 


indicated. A good normal diet la best. The only thing I would 
advise would be to avoid salt. You do not mention swelling, but if 
your daughter was accumulating fluid this would be even more 
important. 


The pale appearance is common with this disease. An anemia 


may also be an associated factor. It sounds to me like your daugh- 
ter has been properly diagnosed and is being properly treated. 
You will have to wait for time and nature to do the rest.

Squeaky floors often 


come with dry weather 


Dear Dorothy: Squeaky floors are about to drive roe crazy. We 


know there was an (invented dryer In the basement before we 
moved in and think this may have caused the problem as only 
those floors that are above the laundry room are creaking. When 
we moved in, we vented our dryer immediately. Do you know of 
anything we can do so that we can put the carpeting back 
down?—Nancy Pitchford 


People who can't get to the flooring from below often have 


success by squirting powdered graphite into the cracks. Some rec- 
ommend hot liquid soap, which acts not only as a lubricant but 
swells the wood fibers. If you can work from below, one simple 
Irealment is to drive wooden wedges between the supporting beam 
and the floor at or near when it squeaks. Someone has to check 
from above at the same time because trial and error work here. 
Remember that humidity also plays a role, and dry days tend to 
bring on squeaking.

Dear Doroghy: In response to that request you got, I have a 


homemade tartar sauce recipe. I always keep on hand the new 
100 per cent frozen lemon juice, onion flakes and sandwich spread. 
When we need tartar sauce, I add a little mayonnaise to some 
sandwich spread, then a few onion flakes and lemon juke to taste. 
This to really good and keeps well for some time in the refrig- 
erator.

Mind Kennedy's TV break a natural 


Mlmi Kennedy'! first big break on television is the 


easiest thing she could ask for. All she has to do is 
be herself. 


She comes across as being the most versatile 


member of NBC's new summer series "3 Girls 3." 


The program Is a play within a play, about three 


young women out to seek fame and fortune in their 
own television variety show. They are selected as 
fresh, new faces for the program from a lineup of 
jold standbys such as Carol Burnett and Zsa Zsa 
Gabor. 


The hour-long show, which premiered with a spe- 


cial pilot earlier this spring, will run for three con- 
secutive Wednesdays beginning today at 8 p.m. on 
Channel 5. 


DEBBIE ALLEN AND Ellen Foley complete the 


threesome of bubbling novices who can't believe they 
have made It Into television. 


They bump into veteran movie stars in the back 


wings of the television studio they work in, thrilled 
with the chance to meet people they have worshiped 
throughout their adolescence. 


The camera peeks into their dressing rooms be- 


tween rehearsals.s and finds them talking about 
their boyfriends, weekend plans, the latest fashions 
and personal problems. 


On stage in the studio, viewers are treated to a 


>arge dose of comedy mixed with song and dance. 
Debbie Allen is an agile and energetic dancer, Ellen 
Foley takes her turn in the spotlight singing into a 
microphone and Miml Kennedy — well, she does just 
about anything, but comedy seems to be her biggest 
talent. 


The original pilot for "3 Girls 3" wasn't what 


many critics considered to be a winning show. It was 
a confusing and somewhat amateurish production us- 
ing unknowns who no one really seemed to care 
about. 


BUT, MANY VIEWERS reacted differently. The 


ratings for that pilot were high enough to prompt 
NBC to bring the show back a few more times this 
summer. If it does well, "3 Girls 3" could be a mid- 
season replacement in January, and that would 
make Ms. Kennedy very happy. 


"You see, I was out of work until last week," she 


said in a telephone interview from her New York 
City apartment. It's the same apartment she lived in 
before her first big television break. It is a snug, 
one-bedroom apartment above a delicatessen. The 
rent is reasonable and the aroma of corned beef in 
the morning is "out of this world." 


"The girl at the corner supermarket is wondering

The part she plays in "3 Girls 3" almost came too 


easy, she said. Ms. Kennedy auditioned for the part 
one morning and was hired by late afternoon the 
same day. She had taken her one and only day off 
from the Broadway production of "Grease" to try 
out for the part. 


"Wasn't that lucky?" she said. "It seems I landed 


a job that didn't really require me to be anyone but 
myself." 


The show's producers even allow her to use her 


own name in which case she doeesn't have to worry 
about becoming popular under a false Identity. 


BUT, MS. 1ENNEDY said she realizes before she

For now, she has a little extra money in her pock- 


et which has allowed her to buy a few silk blouses — 
something she has always craved. 


She has joined the cast of the "Mummer's Day" 


play which will be presented in Philadelphia later 
this year in order to assure steady income while "3 
Girls 3" Is given a trial run. 


"I think the show will catch on for a few, reasons. 


We all come across as independent, assertive young 
women trying to make a go of It In one of the rough- 
est businesses in the world," Ms. Kennedy said. 


"The thing we have going for us is that the show 


allows people to see what it's like behind the scenes 
of putting on a television variety show. I always 
wondered what it was like for movie stars to go to 
the studio and tape their shows," she said. "And, no 
matter how long this lasts for me, now I know."

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Independent artisans alter retail sales

NEW 
Y O R K (UPI) - The 


enormous number of persons wanting 
to make a living as Independent 


craftsmen is causing a small revolu- 
tion in American retailing.

Medium-sized independent and small chain supermarkets lose 


almost 1 per cent of total sales to shoplifters and other forms of 
"shrinkage" despite expensive security measures, the Commerce 
Dept. said Tuesday. The department identified medium-sized 
stores as those with annual sales of $25 to $100 million. The esti- 
mates of loss were based on surveys of 70 major supermarket 
chains with annual sales exceeding $100 million and 66 chain-oper- 
ated and independent supermarkets with sales of $25 million to 
$100 million. "Retailers suffering the greatest losses also reported 
the largest security expenditures," Commerce said. "This is con- 
trary to the more desirable situation in which crime losses de- 
crease as security costs rise." 


Flying nonsmokers protected 


Two consumer groups Tuesday announced a sweeping legal set- 


tlement with Eastern Airlines to protect the rights of nonsmokers 
by reserving 65 per cent of the seats on its planes for passengers 
who don't smoke. Current government regulations do not require 
airlines to set aside a specific number of seats for nonsmokers. 
The law simply states carriers must provide enough nonsmoking 
seats to accommodate as many passengers as wish to use them. 
The settlement, which could affect the entire industry, may in 
some cases force smokers to do without their clgarets If not enough 
seats are available in the smoking section. 


Coffee supplies perk up 


Coffee drinkers can expect increased supplies on the heels of a( 


sharp recovery in world production this season, but the 1977-78 
crop will remain 9 per cent below average, the Agriculture Dept. 
reported Tuesday, The department made no prediction of future 
prices, but increased supplies appeared to offer hope for relief for 
consumers. Wholesale and retail coffee prices still are rising with 
the wholesale average reaching a record $3.00 a pound In May 
compared with $1.96 a year earlier. 


Miller takes lead in UMW race 


United Mine Workers President Arnold Miller took a command- 


Ing early lead over two tough challengers In his bid for reelection 
Tuesday, despite charges he has led the union to the brink of ruin 
since ousting W.A. (Tony) Boyle in 1972. A heavy turnout was 
reported among 277,000 active and retired coal miners eligible to 
vote. 


Early returns gave the incumbent a big lead over his opponents 


— Lee Roy Patterson, a former strip miner who inherited Boyle's 
supporters, and Harry Patrick, a former Miller ally who now 
serves as secretary-treasurer. With the first 116 of 858 locals re- 
porting an unofficial tally showed Miller leading with 7,846 votes 
compared to 4,706 for Patterson and 3,161 for Patrick. 


FTC stops lending act violations 


The Federal Trade Commission announced a consent order pro- 


hibiting the Heirloom Collection Inc., Future Enterprises Inc., and 
Llnencrest Inc., from violating the federal Truth in Lending Act. 
The firms ore door-to-door sellers of monogrammed china, linen 
and cookware. The consent order, the first application of the Truth 
in Lending Act to a lay-away plan, was handled by the Federal 
Trade Commission's Chicago regional office. The orders cite 
George L. Couglass, president of all three firms, 2424 E. 55th St., 
Indianapolis, Ind. The FTC staff alleged that in certain credit 
transactions, the firms did not disclose credit cost information and 
descriptive terms. The consent agreement prohibits alleged viola- 
tions of the law and requires compliance with the Truth in Lending 
Act.

is so large it is spawning an entirely 
new type of retail store, according to 
an article by Steve Resz in the maga- 
zine Shopping Center World. 


RESZ, A FORMER Washington, D.C , 
department store merchandising 
executive, now is a self-employed 
leather handicrafter at Caron Bridge, 
W. Va. 


The new kind of handicraft store is 


called a co-op and Resz says it was 
originated in 1972 in a downtown store 
in Santa Barbara, Calif., by Gary So- 
renson to sell his stained glass terra- 
riums. It was just a Christmas season 
venture but now Sorenson has three 
permanent co-op handicraft shops in 
shopping malls in California. He han- 
dled goods for 600 independent crafts- 
men and did a business last year of 
about $1 million. 


Others have grabbed the idea and 


Resz thinks it is going to spread to the 
east. He also says it has aroused the 
interest of such major retailers as 
Marshall Field in Chicago, and Lord 
& Taylor in New York in the products 
of contemporary American indepen- 
dent handicrafters.

Area craftsmen create future

Although co-op handicraft shops are 


not as popular in the Chicago area as 
in California, many area craftsmen 
have found building tomorrow's heir- 
looms financially rewarding. 


Al Heuer, an Arlington Heights 


wood craftsman, turned his hobby into 
a full-time business. As owners of The 
Wooden Owl Heuer and his son Greg 
build and sell an array of doll houses, 
custom made bookcases, baby cribs, 
shelves and docks. 


Heuer said most hobbyists and arti- 


sans begin showing their wares to 
storekeepers on a consignment basis. 
Allowing the merchant to sell the 
handicrafted items, the hobbyist later 
collects an agreed-upon sum for the 
, items which have been sold. 


"EARLY ON, WE sold on a con- 


signment basis when we were trying 
to get people to appreciate our quality 
and craftsmanship," Heuer said. 


But as time went on, Heuer's prod- 


ucts became more popular. This en- 
abled him to sell outright, for cash on 
delivery. 


Heuer said craftsmen should eval- 


uate stores where their merchandise 
may be sold. One of the hazards of 
being an independent supplier is that 
the shop owner could close up and 
leave town, taking goods left there on 
consignment. 


Handcrafted dollhouses, miniature- 


scale furniture and other items are a , 
good selling tool at the Hang It All, 
Inc., shop on Long Grove Road, Long 
Grove. Saleswoman Marion Nugent 
said the store buys outright and on 
consignment. 


SELLERS COME from Michigan, 


Indiana and Wisconsin to market their 
handmade miniature dollhouse fur- 
nishings, Mrs. Nugent said. Decora- 
tive painting, plaques and frames are 


among the handcrafted goods pur- 
chased for resale. 


A talented craftsman's earnings will 


vary according to the quality of his 
creations and a retail outlet's pricing 
policy. The Hang It All store carries 
hand-made items in a wide price 
range, including a dollhouse with ,a 
price tag of $2,495. 


Storekeepers may ask the crafts- 


man how much money he wants for 
his wares, Heuer said. "Tf you want 
$1450 and their markup is 100 per 
cent, then the store manager will see 
if they can get $29 for it," Heuer said. 


Some merchants ask the artisan to 


sign a consignment agreement, which 
allows the retailer to reduce the sell- 
ing price 10 per cent each month, al- 
though Heuer said he's never agreed 
to those terms. 


The handcrafter must keep up with 


consumer trends, Heuer noted. 


the management and operation. Each 
handicrafter rents a space in the 
shop, then stocks it and displays the 
merchandise. 


HE PAYS anywhere from $10 to $50 


for the space. In theory, he or she 
also is obligated to contribute about 
two days work monthly in the shop as 
a salesperson. Resz says, however, 
most of the handicrafters choose to 
pay the store in cash at the federal 
minimum wage instead of working, 
which pleases the store operators be- 


cause as a rule they have more handi- 
crafters than they need. 


The store operator pays all the ex- 


penses out of the commissions and 
fees. 


Some of the co-op stores are doing 


extremely well. In one big California 
shopping center, they had better 
Christmas season sales per square 
foot of store space than most of the 
other tenants. 


In a shopping center at Torrance. 


Calif, near Los Angeles, which is 


dominated by a Sears Roebuck store 
and is said to have sales per square 
foot 45 per cent above the national av- 
erage, a co-op handicraft store came 
within 80 per cent of the average of 
the established stores in its first year. 


There is one pitfall in the business. 


Unless the members of the co-op are 
highly creative and keep coming up 
with new products, there is danger of 
stagnation. However, a turnover of 
about one-third in the membership 
could avert that.

This is a central ques- 
tion to millions of Americans who de- 
pend on a lump sura of money for 
part of their living expenses. 


This Includes older people living on 


savings, widows supporting a family 
on the proceeds of a life insurance 
policy, near-retirees trying to decide 
whether to take their pension in a 
lump sum or opt for a guaranteed 
check for the rest of their lives, 
people wondering how long an Inher- 
itance will last and retirees making 
annual withdrawals from tax-deferred 
Keogh Plans or Individual Retirement 
Accounts. 


If you put the money into common 


stacks or mutual funds, you can't pre- 
dict how long it will last. Many mu- 
tual funds have monthly withdrawal 
plans that let you receive a fixed 
amount of your original principal as 
Income every month. But the number 
of years that Income will continue de- 
pends on whether the stock market 
goes up or down.

E. McKlnney of the accounting firm, 
Coopers & Lybrand, and shows ex- 
actly bow long your capital will last 
under different sets of circumstances. 


The column on the left shows the 


percentage of the original sum you 
expect to use every year. For ex- 
ample, assume you have a $50,000 life 
insurance payout. Your annual ex- 


penses are $15,000, but you get $10,000 
from other sources (such as Social Se- 
curity or earnings). So you need 
$5,000 a year from the insurance pro- 
ceeds, which is 10 per cent of the 
money. 


The columns across the top of the 


table show what interest rate your 
money is earning. You might, for ex- 
ample, put that $60,000 into a com- 
bination of passbook and bank term 
accounts that earn an average of 6 
per cent a year. 


The table shows that if you with- 


draw 10 per cent of your original prin- 
cipal every year and it's invested at 6 
per cent, that money will last 16 
years. If you need the money to last 
longer, you'll have to get a higher in- 
terest rate or make do on a little less. 
For example, if you withdrew only 


$4,000 a year, which is 8 per cent of 
the original amount, it would last 24 
years. 


OLDER PEOPLE often buy an- 


nuities (which pay a montly sum for 
life) to be sure that they won't outlive 
their capital. By using the table be- 
low, you can compare the amount 
you'd get from an annuity with the 
income obtainable by investing your 
money and withdrawing it in fixed 
amounts. For safety's sake, plan a 
withdrawal schedule that stretches 
over twice your expected lifespan.

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The financial condition of the U.S. 


Postal Service is better now than at 
any time since Us reorganization in 
1971, Deputy Postmaster General Wil- 
liam F. Bolger said Tuesday. 


"The over all effect of our cost-cut- 


ting effort would be impressively evi- 
dent if we had not changed fiscal ca- 
lendars," Bolger said in a speech to a 
National Postal Forum meeting in 
Chicago. 


"If fiscal '77 had run from July of 


'76 to this coming June 30, we esti- 
mate we would be reporting a loss 
again, but it would be approximately 
$50 million compared to the $1.2 bil- 
lion lost in fiscal '76. This is substan- 
tial, real progress," he said. 


"We are certainly not satisfied; that 


figure should be lower," Bolger said. 
"But this achievement does indicate 
that our financial picture is better now 
than at any point since reorganiza- 
tion." 


Bolger said inflation remains the 


principal problem affecting the Postal 
Service's finances. 


"Consequently, by the end of the fis- 


cal year — Sept. 30 — we expect our 
deficit to amount to several million 
dollars," he said. 


The elimination of Saturday mail 


delivery could save the Postal Service 
$112 million a year, Bolger said.

Delays in burial services are report- 


ed by some funeral directors because 
of a week-old strike by Chicago-area 
burial vault production and trans- 
portation workers. 


Meanwhile, federal mediator Sam 


Mazza plans a meeting in Chicago at 
10 a.m. today with officials of the 
striking Teamsters Local 786 and the 
Assn. of Burial Vault Manufacturers. 
Wages and fringe benefits are issues 
in the dispute, which sparked the 
walkout June 8. 


Approximately 120 plant workers 


and truck drivers in Teamsters Local 
786 are on strike. Plant workers, who 
earn approximately $400 a week, have 
asked for higher wages and other 
benefits in a new three-year contract. 
The previous contract expired April 
30. 


PICKETS representing the Team- 


sters were posted Tuesday at the 
American Wilbert Vault Corp. plant, 
165 N. River Road, Des Plaines and at 
several other vault manufacturing 
sites. Besides the Forest Park firm of 
American Wilbert Vault Corp., firms 
affected by the strike include Kay-El 
Manufacturing Co., Standard Elsmere 
Granite Co. and Sterling Concrete 
Vault Co., Inc., all of Chicago. 


"It's certainly a hardship, not so 


much for us, but for the families," 
said Donald Hartman of Lauterburg & 
Oehler Funeral Home, 2000 E. North- 


west Hwy., Arlington Heights. Hart- 
nian said funeral services are being 
conducted as scheduled. Burial ser- 
vices have been delayed pending the 
settlement of the vault production dis- 
pute, however. The remains are re- 
turned to the funeral home1 for inter- 
ment at a later date, he said. 


"There are some cemeteries thai 


have grave boxes, but their supply, 
has dwindled, too," Hartman said. 


BURIAL VAULTS are sealed con- 


crete boxes used to enclose caskets. 
Grave boxes serve the same purpose, 
but they are not sealed, and they are 
less expensive than vaults. 


Burial vaults are available from 


manufacturers that were not affected 
by the strike, said Hank' Friedrichs, 
owner of the Friedrichs Funeral 
Home, 320 W. Central Rd., Mount 
Prospect. 


Grave boxes are available at local 


cemeteries and no vault is needed for 
entombment in a mausoleum, he said. 
Friedrichs reported no delays in bur- 
ial services caused by the Teamsters 
strike. 


"We are able to run somewhat busi- 


ness as usual," said Carolyn Kolssak, 
funeral director at the Kolssak of 
Wheeling Funeral Home, 189 S. Mil- 
waukee Ave., Wheeling. Mrs. Kolssak 
said less expensive vaults can be pur- 
chased from cemeteries, and that 
vaults may be purchased outside the 
Chicago area.

Will Cubs 
stand pat 
with roster?

As the kid with the detailed Christ- 


mas list found, what you want and 
what you get are usually two different 
things. 


That's the lesson Cub fans will like- 


ly get when at midnight tonight the 
trading deadline will pass and no 
news will have been made by the boys 
In the front office at Clark and Addi- 
son streets. 


It won't be that the surprising first- 


place Cubs and General Manager Bob 
Kennedy don't know thay have some 
needs — like a fourth starter, a 
healthy first baseman or a proven 
catcher who can hit — It's just that 
they have no one to give in return. 


SO, THE CUBS will probably spend 


the rest of the summer with the same 
25 players, which really isn't such an 
unpleasant proposition. That band ol 
throw-bis, journeymen and suddenly- 
blossomed pitchers have done pretty 
well up until now. The Cubs Monday 
were still the winningest team in 
baseball with a .695 percentage. 


Trade rumors have started and 


withered all spring with the names of 
Jose Cardenal and Jerry Morales pop- 
ping up the most. It's no secret what 
the Cubs want most is that fourth 
starting pitcher, preferably a lefty. 


But Kennedy earlier this week said 


Cardenal was off the block, admitting 
the outfielder's age and high salary 
had made him poor trade bait. Mo- 
rales, on the other hand, was too 
much to part with, in Kennedy's esti- 
mation. 


So who else is there? The Cubs have 


juBt two other "name players" who 
are not pitchers, Manny TrIUo and 
Boob Murcer. Trlllo, like Morales, is 
young and probably has yet to reach 
his peak. Murcer, like Cardenal, Is in 
his 30s and commands a giant salary. 


THE OLD ADAGE that you have to 


give something in order to get some- 
thing back will always be true, but 
the rest of what the Cubs have is so 
untested no club would take a gamble. 


Ivan DeJesus and Steve Ontiveros 


were unknowns until this season, 
while Larry Bllttner and Gene Cllnes 
are journeymen whose best has never 
been outstanding. BUI Buckner is still 
a nagging question mark for the Cubs, 
and no one else wants his ailing ankle 
taking him In and out of the lineup 
dally. 


It is the name players who are In 


demand in big trades, and the Cubs' 
supply of them in recent years has 
been In steady decline ever since the 
old gang of the late '60s and early '70s 
was disbanded. 


If Chicago wants someone like Tom 


Underwood of Philadelphia or Dave 
Tomlin of San Diego, both lefties and 
most mentioned as whom the Cubs 
are after, they'll have to serve up a 
name player, too. 


KENNEDY KNOWS the best way to 


develop a strong team is by a ju- 
dicious dealing for youth and allowing 
the players to develop. He doesn't 
want to pull a "George Allen" by 
doing anything to win it all this sea- 
son. 


So far, Kennedy's plan of youth de- 


velopment has paid off better than 
anyone could have imagined. For a 
team no one picked to finish in the 
first division what the Cubs have done 
to far is astounding. 


Kennedy's got a good thing going, 


and he knows not to try for too much 
too soon.

After 
the runners advanced on an infield 
out, Knapp walked Jim Rice to load 
the bases and bring on Wilbur Wood 
from the bullpen. 


Wilbur threw only one pitch, a 


bases-filled single to Carl Yastr- 
zemski that drove in a pair of runs. 
Manager Bob Lemon quickly went to 
the righthanded ace of the bullpen, 
Lerrin LaGrow, who struck out Car- 
Iton Fisk and Bernie Carbo but also 
gave up Scott's three-run homer in be- 
tween as the Red Sox blew the game 
open. 


Knapp, who took the loss and is now 


5-3, pitched perhaps his best game of 
the year before running into trouble. 
He struck out eight and walked only 
three, giving up four hits before retir- 
ing. He was charged with four of the 
Red Sox runs. 


The homer was Knapp's biggest 


problem. Boston took a 2-1 lead In the 
fourth when Scott and Carbo walloped 
back-to-back solo homers after Knapp 
had' retired the first two men up in 
the Inning.

10th with a choice they had acquired 
in a trade with Atlanta, surprised 
most observers by selecting Mark Na- 
pier out of Birmingham in the World 
Hockey Association. 


Napier, who was taken as an under- 


age junior by the Toronto Toros from 
the Toronto Marlboros several years 
ago, had 60 goals and 36 assists this 
past season.

PRAGUE (UPI) — The problems of 


the Montreal Olympics barely forgot- 
ten, members of the International 
Olympic Committee have gathered for 
their 79th'session which opens today 
with the problem of Moscow in 1980 
' already beginning to loom. 


One of the most significant issues 


will surround the accreditation of 
journalists from Radio Free Europe. 
The issue of whether the broadcasters 
from the German-based, U.S. govern- 
ment-sponsored station get into Mos- 
cow or are kept out already looks like 
it can split the Olympic movement. 


Members of the Soviet organizing 


committee- have made clear that 
members of RFE, which broadcasts 
to Eastern Europe, will not be admit- 
ted to Moscow for the games. 


THE ISSUE WAS expected to be 


high on the agenda when Ignati Novi- 
kov,' president of, the Russian organ- 
izing committee, met in private Tues- 
day night with IOC President Lord' 


Philip Krumm, former president of 


the ,U.S. Olympic Committee and a 
member of the Olympic's tripartite 
commission, indicated that when the 
commission met earlier this week the* 
United States would consider with- 
drawing its Olympic team if RFE 
journalists were not allowed the free- 
dom to enter Moscow and broadcast. 


Not all IOC members, however, 


share the U.S. 'view and at the mo- 
ment the problem is before their juri- 
dical commission which is drawing up 


a new rule to govern journalists' ac- 
creditations. 


SOURCES CLOSE to the- commis- 


sion said a new rule was being 
drafted to allow journalists only to re- 
port back to their own country or to 
that through which they have been ac- 
credited. This would allow RFE to 
broadcast from the next Olympics — 
the Winter Games at Lake Placid, 
N.Y. — But not necessarily from Mos- 
cow. 


The division in the IOC comes be- 


tween those members who believe this 
action would be bowing to Soviet pres- 
sure and and those who believe that 
their responsibility belongs with en- 
suring those most directly connected 
with the games should be accredited 
first.

It 
beats sandbagging the creek on great- 
grandma's old dirt farm and, when 
Bennie thinks what it took for her to 
save $400 for him — he now spills that 
much coming out of the pits — he 
knows he can't give up on catching 
Richard Petty.

According to the ancient Chinese lu- 


nar calendar, 1977 is the Year of the 
Snake. But as far as Ohio State bas- 
ketball fans are concerned 1977 is the 
Year of the Buckeye, at least con- 
cerning high school basketball recruit- 
Ing. 


Ohio State, which has been flounder- 


big in the Big Ten's second division 
much of the time since the fabulous 
L u c a s-Havllcek-Siegfrled era, this 
spring led the nation in prep hoop re- 
cruiting. 


Coach Eldon Miller, in his second 


year at Columbus, signed five high 
school All-Americans from the na- 
tion's Top 100 high school list to lead 
I he recruiting parade. 


"HECK. WE needed a great recruit- 


ing year just to keep up with the rest 
of the league," said Miller. And he 
was right. The Big Ten led all the na- 
tion's major college conferences in re- 
cruiting this spring, knocking the At- 
lantic Coast conference from the top 
spot for the first time in several 
years. 


"We feel we got a nice variety of 


players, but it may be another year or 
so before we are a league contender," 
said Miller. "We probably will be 
starting three freshmen and two soph- 
omores this winter." The Buckeyes 
may be the only team in the league 
with a starting five that hasn't even 
started shaving. 


Indiana was right behind the Buck- 


eyes nationally, with Southern Califor- 
nia, LSU, Michigan, Notre Dame, 
North Carolina, Duke, Michigan State 
and Texas completing the Top 10 in 
the recruiting rankings. 


Coach Bobby Knight signed three 


outstanding new Hoosler recruits for 
his team, which is fast getting a tran- 
sient reputation. The Hooslers have 
lost six players through departures 


the last two seasons. It Is not true 
that the new recruits have been asked 
to not unpack their bags until after 
their sophomore year. 


WHILE TRADITIONAL national 


basketball powerhouses generally did 
well in recruiting this spring — with 
the notable exception of once-in- 
vincible UCLA — none of the "big- 
gies" got the top high school player in 
the country. 


That honor goes to. relatively ob- 


scure lona College of New York. lona 
signed 6-10 Jeff Ruland of Long Is- 
land, who proved in several post-sea- 
son all-star games he was the best of 
this spring's prospects. He was MVP 
at such prestigious all-star outings as 
McDonald's Derby Classic at Louis- 
ville and scored as high as 45 points 
in another all-star game. 


Why did he decide to enroll at lona, 


after eliminating Kentucky and In- 
diana from his final list?" "lona is, on- 
ly about 50 miles from my home," he 
explained. "I got to know the players 
real well there. It's close to home and 
I just decided to stay In-my home 
area. Also, they are a Division I 
school and are upgrading their sched- 
ule to Include some big-name teams." 


Of the Top 100 players available this 


spring, only six colleges signed three 
or more of the luminaries. Getting 
three or more were Ohio State, In- 
diana, Southern California, LSU, 
Michigan, and Notre Dame. Getting 
two Top 100 players each were North 
C a r o l i n a , Duke, Michigan State, 
Texas, Auburn, Illinois, Tennessee, 
Detroit, South Carolina, Kentucky, 
Wake Forest, Minnesota and Van- 
derbilt.

cluding the Los Angeles player-of-the- 
year for the second straight year). 
UCLA wound up with only one good 
prospect. 


"There's no doubt that Southern Cal 


had the best recruiting year of any- 
body in the Pac 8," said Oregon'State 
Coach Ralph Miller, whose school 
ranked second in that league's re- 
cruiting scramble this spring.

Brain keeps us 
in mind as it 
controls body 


'Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Brltan- 


nlca'i 1977 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future to David Jonaitls, 9. of Old 
Bridge. N.J., for his question: 


HOW DOES YOUR BRAIN WORK? 
It is necessary for the body to have 


some organ that is much like a control 
center or a computer station. Such a 
center is necessary to coordinate the 
working together of the various parts of 
the body — and the brain is that control 
center. 


Your brain enables you to think. It 


also controls your muscle movements 
and helps-you to distinguish smells, 
sounds, shapes, words, colors and such 
feelings as hot and cold. 


We don't know exactly what makes a 


human brain work in a much more com- 
plex and "intelligent" way than the 
brains of other animals. Size has little 
or nothing to do with the difference in 
ability. There is some relationship, 
however, between ability and the pro- 
portion of the weight of the brain to the 
total weight of the body. Man's brain 
weighs about one-fortieth of his total 
body weight while the brain of a whale 
is only one-twelve-thousandth of the, to- 
toal body weight. 


Your brain is actually the enlarged 


end of your spinal cord. It is divided into 
three divisions: the forebrain (which 
includes the cerebrum and interbrain), 
the midbrain and the hindbrain (where 
the pons, medulla oblongata and cere- 
bellum are found). 


Largest part of the brain is the cere- 


brum where the frontal lobes handle 
chores related to thinking, speaking 
and the control of movement. The thal- 
amus of the interbrain controls sensory 
functions, while the midbrain is con- 
cerned with visual and auditory details. 


The cerebellum, located below the 


posterior section of the cerebrum, is 
primarily concerned with the function 
of maintaining harmony and balance 
among the muscles. In addition to co- 
ordinating the muscles, the cerebellum 
also maintains a constant alertness that 
makes upright posture possible. 


Below the cerebellum is the medulla 


oblongata, the part of the brain that 
controls the involuntary muscles and 
functions such as breathing, blood cir- 
culation and the processes of digestion. 


The brain is located in the skull and is 


very well protected Surrounding the 
brain are the meninges. These mem- 
branes are made up of three layers. 
The meninges form spaces for the cere- 
brospinal fluid. This liquid helps to 
cushion the brain and spinal cord 
against injury and to keep nerve tissue 
moist and lubricated.

WHAT ARE FRUIT FLIES? 
Fruit flies are insects whose young, 


called larva, damage fruit or fruit trees. 
They can cause great damage to crops. 
Most common type Is called the droso- 
phiia. He's a small brown fly with red 
eyes and can often be seen flying around 
soft or spoiled fruit. 


The drosophila is a friend to some 


scientists, however. He's used in labo- 
ratories where scientists are working 
on the study of how characteristics are 
.passed on from parents to young. The 
friendly fruit fly is useful because he 
can be raised easily in large numbers, 
and every 12 days a new generation of 
flies hatches. 


Fruit flies show remarkable resist- 


ance to fatigue. Their wing muscles can 
make more than 1 million successive 
beats before tiring, and they've been 
known to fly continuously for 6.5 hours.

Croatians surrender after N.Y. attack 


by KURT BAER 


Three Croatians invaded the Yugos- 


lav Mission to the UN on Fifth Ave. 
In New York Tuesday, shot and 
wounded a security guard and barri- 
caded themselves inside for two hours 
before finally surrendering to scores 
of police and FBI agents. 


It was the second Incident involving 


Croatian nationalists in New York in' 
the past nine months, and was an ex- 
ample of terrorism that one Croatian 


spokesman in Chicago says he cannot 
condone, but does understand. 


"We don't think the methods of these 


young men are to be allowed. They 
are unacceptable socially, culturally 
and religiously. 


"BUT I ALSO KNOW why some of 


the youngsters are so nervous and 
impatient and why they want to call 
the attention of the world to Croatia." 


The words belong to the Rev 


Francis H. Eterovlch, an educator, 
priest and president of the Croatian 


Cultural Center of Chicago, 2345 W. 
Devon Ave. 


Croatians such, as Rev. Eterovich 


feel deeply about their homeland in 
the northwest section Of what Js now 
Yugoslavia. Not since the 12th Centu- 
ry, when Croatia was an independent 
and powerful country, have they had 
a land to call their own. 


Last September a TWA New York- 


Chicago jet with 86 passengers and a 
crew of seven was hijacked to Paris 
by five Croatians, who later were con- 


victed and sentenced to stiff jail 
terms. 


Tuesday's peaceful surrender at the 


official displayed automatic weapons 
and threatened to shoot the invaders 
as they wee being led from the build- 
ing. 


IN MOMENTS, however, the Yiigos- 


lav officials were restrained and the 
three Croatians were shoved Into pa- 
trol cars and whisked from the scene 


It was the latest skirmish in a cen- 


turies-old struggle between Croatians 
and the nations that have dominated 
them. Marshal Tito's Communist gov- 
ernment in Yugoslavia is merely the 
latest in a long-line of oppressors, 
Croatians believe. 


"Whatever Tito did and does is to 


defend his personal power, not to pro- 
tect the country of Yugoslavia," the 
Rev. Eterovich said. "There is no 
true Yugoslav people, only the peoples 
of Croatia, Serbia and Montenegro. 


"Tito keeps playing one group 


against the other to keep his personal 
power. He has been playing chest 
with us for 32 years," he said. 


Croatia declared its independence in 


1918 from the first Yugoslav^ feder- 
ation and it is to these borders Croa- 
tian nationalists now want to return. 
They look forward to the day when 
Tito will die but worry that, without 
US. support, Soviet troops imme- 
diately will invade and hold the coun- 
try, thereby squashing any hope for

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DeLuca story of Columbo 'hit' told 


by DAVE IBATA 


A man who once worked with Frank 


DeLuca testified that DeLuca told him 
in grisly detail how he murdered the 
family of Patricia Columbo. 


Hubert Green, 28, of Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, told how DeLuca, 39, described 
to him May 5, 1976, how he murdered 
Frank Columbo, his wife. Mary, and 
their 13-year-old son, Michael, in their 
Elk Grove Village home. His testi- 
mony marked the first time details of' 
the slayings have been made public 


"He (DeLuca) told me the hit went 


down last night," Green said. "He 
told me the house was a 
mess, 


that he was a — mess and that he 
was covered head to toe with — 
blood." 


HOWEVER, DeLUCA never linked 


the Columbo's daughter, Patricia, to 
the killings, according to testimony 


DeLuca, wearing the same three- 


piece gray suit he has worn through- 
out the trial, smiled several timei 
during Green's testimony. 


Green, an assistant manager, at the 


Walgreen Drug Store DeLuca man- 
aged at the Grove Shopping Center, 
Elk Grove Village, said he arrived at 
the store at 8:30 a.m. May 5, and was 
surprised to find DeLuca in the in- 
cinerator operating the furnace. 


DeLuca then explained how he mur- 


dered the Columbos, Green said. 


DeLUCA AND MISS Columbo, 20, 


are on trial In Cook County Circuit 
Court, Chicago. They allegedly mur- 
dered Miss Columbo's family May 4, 


1976, because her parents didn't ap- 
prove of her love affair with DeLuca, 
a married father of five 


Green said DeLuca told him he shot 


Frank Columbo twice. 


"The first shot went through the 


back of his head and blew his teeth 
out," Green testified DeLuca told 
him. 


Green said that DeLuca told him 


Frank Columbo "was a tough old 
bird. He (DeLuca) had to take a lamp 
and smash it over his head and the 
old man said to him, 'Who are you? 
Why are you doing this to me?' " 


"— you," DeLuca allegedly said 


and then shot Frank Columbo a third 
time. 


DeLUCA ALSO said lie shot Mrs. 


Columbo and Michael, Green testified. 


"Michael was easy," DeLuca alleg- 


edly told Green "A I had to do was 
stand him up and slwot him " 


Green said DeLuca told him he 


would escape arrest because he had 
"covered his tracks." 


DeLuca allegedly showed Green and 


Joy Heysek, 37, of Hoffman Estates, a 
former drug store employe, cuts on 
his hands and said he received them 
when he smashed the glass lamp over 
the head of Frank Columbo 


"He (DeLuca) said he cleaned up 


pieces of the lamp and he put the re- 
volver in another bag and dumped 
them in a nver," Green testified. 


Mrs. Heysek testified on May 7, 


1976, 
the 
day 
police 
discovered 


the Columbo bodies, she saw DeLuca 
silting at a desk in an employes 
lunchroom at the drug store. She said 
lie was crying 


SHE SAID, "DeLuca looked up and 


said, 'They've found Mr and Mrs 
Columbo, but they can't find Michael,' 
then he started laughing." 


Green and Mrs Heysek said they 


waited two months to tell police about 
DeLuca because they feared for their 
lives 


"I thought he (DeLuca) was from 


the Mafia, and I thought those people 
would do the same job they had done 
to the Colunibo family to my wife and 
my child and myself," Greien said. 


Mrs. Heysek said DeLuca warned 


her if she went to the police "he 


would have my son run over by a bi- 
cycle, he would have my daughter 
picked up and raped and he would 
have me beaten up so badly no one 
\vould ever recognize me again '' 


Defense attorneys for DeLuca tried 


to discredit testimony by Green and 
Mrs. Heysek. They said Green had de- 
nied knowing anything about the mur- 
ders when first questioned by police. 


They also said Mrs. 'Heysek, during 


a love affair she had with DeLuca be- 
tween J970 and 1973, posed for him in 
pornographic photographs featuring 
herself with a woman, several men 
and a dog 


Defense attorneys said she would do 


anything against DeLuca to obtain 
those photographs.

It was the largest air- 
borne operation in history — an Ang- 
lo-American plan initiated by Field 
Marshal Bernard Montgomery to se- 
cure five major bridges in Holland, 
cut tne Germans off, proceed into 


Berlin and bring a crowning overnight 
victory to the wars for the Allies. 


The plan evolved in a week. Mont- 


gomery wanted to put one over on 
Gen. George Fatten, his American 
rival. Market-Garden was to be com- 
pleted in two days, but after nine 
days, the surviving Allied soldiers hid- 
ing in Arnhem, the territory holding 
the key to the operation's success, 
were called back. Thousands died. 
Much of Holland was destroyed by 
German retaliation. It was a crushing 
blow to the Allies and it was hushed 
up quickly as one of those unmention- 
able, embarrassing war blunders. 


LaMagdeleine was luckier

Low School, Arlington Heights, and 


Byrd School, Elk Grove Village, far 
outscored the 14 other Elk Grove 
Township Dist. 59 elementary schools 
on the 1976-77 Iowa Tests of Basic 
Skills. 


Scoring lowest on the annual stan- 


dardized test, with composite scores 
falling below the national average, 
were Hopkins School, 231 S. Shady- 
wood Ln., Elk Grove Village, and 
Rupley School, 305 E. Oakton St., Elk 
Grove Village. 


School-by-school Iowa test results 


released by administrators Tuesday 
show the average composite score at 
Low and Byrd ranged from the 83rd 
to the 93rd percentiles while the range 
at Hopkins and Rupley was between 
the 34th and the 59th percentiles. The 
national average is at the 50th per- 
centile. 


IF A STUDENT scores at the 50th 


percentile, it means that half the stu- 
dents in the country did better than he 
did and half did worse. 


Administrators, and teachers attrib- 


ute the variances in Iowa scores from 
school to school to differences in the 
way the tests are administered and 
differences in student mobility and so 
cioeconomic background. 


Some board jf education members, 


however, say the scores vary because 
of differences in the abilities of teach- 
ers and principals and a failure to 
hold staff members accountable for 
student achievement. 


It was to raise this level of account- 


ability that the board last month de- 
cided to release school-by-school Iowa 
test scores, despite protests by par- 
ents and teachers who said the move 
would divide the community. 


Whatever the reason, scores on the 


1976-77 Iowa tests vary by as much as 
74 percentile points from school to 
school in the district. Fourth-grade 
reading scores at Low School aver- 
aged in the 94th percentile while the 
average was in the 20th percentile for 
fourth graders at Einstein School, 345 
Vv. Walnut, Des Plaines. 


"Chances are our highest and low- 


est schools are more in error than our 
average schools," Merlyn Swanson, 
administrator of educational services, 
said. "If you have a consistently high 
or low trend then it's time to pay at- 
tention." 


AT THE THIRD-GRADE level, five, 


schools consistently scored below\the 
national average in reading, I lan- 
guage, math and composite skills. The 
schools are Salt Creek, 65 Kennedy 
Blvd., Elk Grove Village; Forest 
View, 1901 Estates Dr., Mount Pros- 
pect; Marshall, 711 Chelmsford Ln., 
Elk Grove Village; Rupley and Hop- 
kins. 


"We're very concerned that our 


scores are so low, but given a little 
time over here we'll do as well as the 
other schools," Tom Powers, princi- 
pal at Hopkins School, said. 


Weak skill areas like punctuation 


and capitalization are being strength- 
ened with a newly formed language 
development program and teachers 
are learning new techniques for teach- 
ing reading through a federally fun- 
ded "Right to Read" program, Pow- 
ers said. 


"The schools where we have been 


using federal funds to supplement 
educational 
programs consistently 


score lower on abilities tests as well 
as achievement tests," Swanson said. 
"The students don't come to school as 
ready to learn and that's why we're 
putting the extra money into these 
schools." 


Powers said he will not use the 


makeup of Hopkins' student popu- 
kiion as an excuse for the'school's 
low scores. 


AT BYRD SCHOOL where the Iowa 


test scores have traditionally tended 
to be high, Principal Tom Tucker said 
the success of a school can't be eval- 
uated solely on the basis of Iowa test 
results.

tative from the power company told 
her they are "looking into" the prob- 
lem. She said if she doesn't get action, 
she may organize a petition drive. 


GORDON HAER, district supervisor 


for Commonwealth Edison Tuesday 
said It's hard for the company to 
maintain the area while the new peer 
line Is being built. He said once con- 
struction Is over, they plan to land- 
scape the ground under the towers. 


"We can't really do much about It 


until we're through, sometime around 
the end of the summer," he said. 


In the meantime, Mrs. Disch and 


her neighbors have to live with the 
situation. 


Mrs. Disch gave birth to triplets 


two years ago. She said she likes to 
put them In a special stroller and take 
them for walks to give them air But 
every time she passes the power line 
towers, she has to contend with weeds 
growing out over the sidewalk. 


"I'VE GOT A WIDE stroller and I 


come through here and can hardly get 
through," she said. 


Several hundred yards from where 


Mrs. Disch pushes her stroller, the 


weeds under the towers strangely turn 
to grass 


"If you go just a little bit west, it's 


very neat," she said. 


West of Mount Prospect Road the 


land under the towers Is indeed very 
neat. It's almost as well manicured as 
the surrounding suburban lawns. It's 
uncanny, at first glance, but com- 
pared to the stretch along Warrlngton 
Road and Kenilworth Court it; looks 
like a park. And for good reason. 


IT IS A PARK. The Mount Prospect 


Park District maintains the Highridge 
Knolls park along the power line tow- 
ers, under a leasing agreement with 
Edison. 


But where the park ends, the weeds 


and rubble begin. And it's become a 
place where people get rid of used 
motor oil and grass clippings. 


"People are dumping things over 


the big piles of dirt. You can't evei. 
walk through there," Mrs. Disch said. 
"People are using it for a dump." 


"There's no excuse for why that 


can't be level," she said. 


Mrs. Cheryl Meyer, 548 Kenilworth 


Ct., said the broken glass in the area 
Is dangerous to children 
playing 


there. • 


"The kids cut through it a lot be- 


cause it's a shortcut to school," she 
said. She said she was also afraid of 
the effect it might have on property 
values 


"I wish they would cut the grass. It 


looks terrible," Mrs. Leelamma Var- 
ghese, 670 Warrington Rd., said. 


"They're important to us only in 
pointing out weak spots-in our cur- 
riculum," he said. 


Tucker credited his staff for contrib- 


uting to the school's high test scores 
and noted that Byrd's program is 
basically the same as programs in the 
district's other elementary schools. 


Assistant Supt. Robert Brower at- 


tributed 
differences 
in 
school-by- 


school scores to parent aspirations, 
student population makeup and the 
rate of student turnover. 


"The fifth-grade scores at Devon- 


shire rose by as much as 30 percentile 
points when we pulled out the young- 
sters who haven't been in the district 
from kindergarten on up," he said. 
"Our low schools tend to be the ones 
with high mobility." 


PHILLIP 
ZAROB, principal at 


Friendship School in Des Plaines, 
agreed that mobility has an impact on 


a child's learning. He attributed 
Friendship's low scores to its large 
number of transferred bilingual stu- 
dents. 


But board member Paul Kuch- 


arski disagreed. "To say the kids 
transferring in are coining to us from 
less superior school systems is na- 
ive," he said. "Some' may have defi- 
ciencies, but they shouldn't exist long 
if our staff is competent enough to 
diagnose and remedy these defi- 
ciencies."

Croatians surrender after N.Y. attack

Three Croatians invaded the Yugos- 


lav Mission to the UN on Fifth Ave. 
in New York Tuesday, shot and 
wounded a security guard and barri- 
caded themselves inside for two hours 
before finally surrendering to scores 
of police and FBI agents. 


It was the second incident involving 


Croatian nationalists in New York in 
the past nine months, and was an ex- 
ample of terrorism that one Croatian 


spokesman in Chicago says he cannot 
condone, but does understand. 


"We don't think the methods of these 


young men are to be allowed. They 
are unacceptable socially, culturally 
and religiously. 


"BUT I ALSO KNOW why some of 


the youngsters are so nervous and 
impatient and why they want to call 
the attention of the world to Croatia."

Francis H. Eterovich, an educator, 
pnest and president of the Croatian

Croatians such as Rev. Eterovich 


feel deeply about their homeland in 
the northwest section of what is now 
Yugoslavia.

DeLuca story of Columbo 6hif told 


by DAVE IBATA 


A man who once worked with Frank 


DeLuca testified Tuesday that DeLuca 
told him in grisly detail how he mur- 
d^red the family of Patricia Columbo. 


Hubert Green, 28, of Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, told how DeLuca, 39, described 
to him May 5,1976, how he murdered 
Frank Columbo, his wife, Mary, and 
their 13-year-old son, Michael, in their 
Elk Grove Village home. His testi- 
mony marked the first time details of 
the slaytngs have been made public. 


"He (DeLt'ca) told me the hit went 


down last night," Green said. "He 
told me the house was a 
mess, 


that he was a — mess and that he 
•was covered head to toe with — 
blood" 


HOWEVER, DeLUCA never linked 


the Columbo's daughter, Patricia, to 
the killings, according to testimony. 


DeLuca, wearing the same three- 


piece gray suit he has worn through- 
out the'trial, smiled several times 
during Green's testimony. 


Green, an assistant manager, at the 


Walgreen Drug Store DeLuca man- 
aged at the Grove Shopping Center, 
Elk Grove Village, said he arrived at 
the store at 8:30 a.m. May 5, and was 
surprised to find DeLuca in the in- 
cinerator operating the furnace. 


DeLuca then explained bow he mur- 


dered the Columbia, Green said. 


DeLUCA AND MISS Columbo, 20, 


are on trial in Cook County Circuit 
Court, Chicago. They allegedly mur- 
dered Miss Columbo's family May 4, 


1976, because her parents didn't ap- 
prove of her love affair with DeLuca, 
a married father of five. 


Green said DeLuca told him he shot 


Frank Columbo twice. 


"The first shot went through the 


back of his head and blew his teeth 
out," Green testified DeLuca told 
him. 


Green said that DeLuca told him 


Frank Columbo "was a tough old 
bird. He (DeLuca) had to take a lamp 
and smash it over his head and the 
old man said to him, 'Who are you? 
Why are you doing this to me?' " 


"— you," DeLuca allegedly said 


and then shot Frank Columbo a third 
time. 


DeLUCA ALSO said he shot Mrs. 


Columbo and Michael, Green testified. 


"Michael was easy," DeLuca alleg- 


edly told Green, "All I had to do was 
stand him up and shoot him " 


Green said DeLuca told him he 


would escape arrest because he had 
"covered his tracks." 


DeLuca allegedly showed Green and 


Joy Heysek, 37, of Hoffman Estates, a 
former drug store employe, cuts on 
his hands and said he received them 
when he smashed the glass lamp over 
the head of Frank Columbo.

Berlin and bring a crowning, overnight 
victory to the wars for the Allies. 


The plan evolved in a week. Mont-

Market-Garden was to be com- 
pleted in two days, but after nine 
days, the surviving Allied soldiers hid- 
ing in Arnhern, the territory holding 
the key to the operation's success, 
were called back.

Eighth-grade students in Buffalo 


Grove-Long Grove Diet. 96 scored 
above the national average in all 
areas of an entrance test given in 
February to students who will enter 
Stevenson High School in September. 


The students also scored higher 


than the average freshman entering 
Stevenson High in Prairie View in 
eight of the 11 exams in the test 
series. 


Dist. 96 percentile rankings cannot 


be compared with those of all in- 
coming freshmen at Stevenson High 
because percentile equivalents for the 
test group as a whole were not pre- 
pared by High School Dist. 125. 


Test results were released Monday 


to the Dist. 96 Board of Education, 
and board members received a sub- 
ject-by-subject score breakdown for 
Twin Groves School, 1072 Ivy Hall 
Ln, Buffalo Grove, which all eighth 
graders attend. 


ABOUT 300 students who will enter 


Stevenson in September were given 
the standardized achievement tests 


designed by SRA, a research firm. 
The tests are constructed to measure 
students' progress in reading, lan- 
guage skills, math, science, social 
studies and resource skills. 


To compare results with students 


nationwide, test scores were listed as 
percentiles. 


A student who scores at the 61st 


percentile, for*example, is doing as 
well as or better than 61 per cent of 
those tested. The natural average is 
the 50th percentile. 


In comparison to the national aver- 


age, Twin Groves students scored 
highest in total reading, use of re- 
sources, grammar and reading com- 
prehension, where percentile scores 
were in the high 60s. 


AS A GROUP, Dist. 96 students 


scored higher than each of the five 
other feeder districts in reading com- 
prehension, total reading, social stud- 
ies and science. 


Dist. 96 students' lowest scores were 


in vocabulary, spelling and math, 
where percentile scores ranged in the 
50s. 


Supt. William Hitzeman said steps 


will be taken to improve student per-* 
formance in spelling "because there 
apparently is a softness there. 


"Unfortunately, many people are 


hung up on test,scores, but they are 
only indicators, and they indicate that 
our kids did fairly well," he said. 
"They are not intended as a diagnos- 
tic tool." 


Hitzeman said High School Dist. 125 


officials did not prepare percentile 
equivalents for the test group as a 
whole, so Dist. 96 percentile rankings 
cannot be compared with those of all 
incoming freshmen at Stevenson. 


Stevenson Principal William Papke 


said the differences in average scores 
among the elementary districts which 
send students to Stevenson was very 
small. 


THIS YEAR'S results cannot be 


compared to scores earned by stu- 
dents a year ago because last year 
the results were computed using a dif- 
ferent formula, school officials said.

prepared by four Elk Grove High 
School cafeteria workers and served

Board member Richard Bachhuber 


said one way to pay the tab would be 
through public donations. He said the 
board "is in no rush" to make the 
payment because the money is owed 
to Elk Grove High School which has 
already paid the food vendors bills. 


He said the board began to receive

In New York Tuesday, shot and 
wounded a security guard and barri- 
caded themselves inside for two hours 
before finally surrendering to scores 
of police and FBI agents. 


It was the second incident involving 


Croatian nationalists in New York in 
the past nine months, and was an ex- 
ample of terrorism that one Croatian 


spokesman in Chicago says he cannot 
condone, but does understand. 


"We don't think the methods of these 


young men are to be allowed. They 
are unacceptable socially, culturally 
and religiously. 


"BUT I ALSO KNOW why some of 


the youngsters are so nervous and 
impatient and why they want to call 
the attention of the world to Croatia." 


The words belong to the Rev. 


Francis H. Eterovlch, an educator, 
priest and president of the Croatian 


Cultural Center of Chicago, 2845 W. 
Devon Ave. 


Croatians such as Rev. Eterovich 


feel deeply about their homeland in 
the northwest section of what is now 
Yugoslavia. Not since the 12th Centu- 
ry, when Croatia was an independent 
and powerful country, have they had 
a land to call their own. 
' 


Last September a TWA New York- 


Chicago jet with 86 passengers and a 
crew of seven was hijacked to Paris 
by five Croatians, who later were con- 


victed and sentenced to stiff jail 
terms. 


Tuesday's peaceful surrender at the 


official displayed automatic weapons 
and threatened to shoot the invaders 
as they wee being led from the build- 
ing. 


IN MOMENTS, however, the Yugos- 


lav officials were restrained and the 
three Croatians were shoved into pa- 
trol cars and whisked from the scene. 


It was the latest skirmish in a cen- 


turies-old struggle between Croatians 
and the nations that have dominated 
them. Marshal Tito's Communist gov- 
ernment in Yugoslavia is merely the 
latest in a long-line of .oppressors, 
Croatians believe.

"Tito keeps playing one group 


against the other to keep his personal 
power. He has been playing chess 
with us for 32 years," he said. 


Croatia declared its independence in 


1918 'from the first Yugoslav feder- 
ation and it is to these borders Croa- 
tian nationalists now want to return. 
They look forward to the day when 
Tito will die but worry that, without 
U S. support, Soviet troops imme- 
diately will invade and-hold? the coun- 
try, thereby squashing any hope for

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DeLuca story of Columbo 6hit' told

A man who once worked with Frank 


DeLuca testified Tuesday that DeLuca 
lofd him injgrlsly detail how he mur- 
dered the family of Patricia Columbo. 


Hubert Green, 28, of Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, told how DeLuca, 39, described 
to him May 5,1976, how he murdered 
Frank Columbo, his wife, Mary, and 
their 13-year-old son, Michael, in their 
Elk Grove Village home. Ills testi- 
mony marked the first time details of 
the slayings have been made public. 


"He (DeLuca) told me the hit went 


down last night," Green said. "He 
told me the house was a 
mess, 


that he was a — 
me&s and that he 


was covered head to toe with — 
blood." 


HOWEVER, DeLLCA never linked 


the Columbo's daughter, Patricia, to 
the killings, according to testimony. 


DeLuca, wearing the same three- 


piece gray suit he has worn through- 
out the trial, smiled several times 
during Green's testimony. 


Green, an assistant manager, at the 


Walgreen Drug Store DeLuca man- 
aged at the Grove Shopping Center, 
Elk Grove Village, said he arrived at 
the store at 8:30 a.m. May 5, and was 
surprised to find DeLuca in the in- 
cinerator operating the furnace. 


beLuca then explained how he mur- 


dered the Coliimbos, Green said. 


DeLUCA AND MISS Columbo, 20, 


are on trial in Cook County Circuit 
Court, Chicago. They allegedly mur- 
dered Miss Columbo's family May 4, 


1976, because her parents didn't ap- 
prove of her love affair with DeLuca, 
a marriedifather of-five. 


Green said DeLuca told him he shot 


Frank Columbo twice. 


"The first shot went through the 


back of his head and blew his teeth

Frank Columbo "was a tough old 
bird. He (DeLuca) had to take a lamp 
and smash it over his head and the 
old-man said to him, 'Who are you? 
Why-are you doing this to me'1 "

Columbo and Michael, Green testified. 


"Michael was easy," DeLuca alleg-

Green said DeLuca told him he

DeLuca allegedly showed Green and 


Joy Heysek, 37, of Hoffman Estates, a 
former drug store employe, cuts on 
his hands and said he received them 
when he smashed''the glass lamp over 
the head of Frank Columbo 


"He (DeLuca) said he cleaned up 


pieces of the lamp and he put the re- 
volver m another bag and dumped 
them in a river," Green testified.

sitting at a desk in an employes 
lunchroom at the drug store. She said 
he was crying. 


SHE SAID, "DeLuca looked up and

Green and Mrs. Heysek said they

"I thought he (DeLuca) was from 


the Mafia, and I thought those people 
would do the same job they had done, 
to the Columbo family to my wife and 
my child and myself," Green said.

to discredit testimony by Green and 
Mrs. Heysek. They said, Green had de- 
nied knowing anything about the mur- 
ders when first questioned by police. 


They also said Mrs. Heysek, during 


a love affair she had with DeLuca be- 
tween 1970 and 1973, posed for him in 
pornographic photographs featuring 
herself with a'woman, several men 
and a dog. 


Defense attorneys said she would do

condone, but does understand. 


"We don't think the methods of these 


young men are to be allowed. They 
are unacceptable socially, culturally 
and religiously.

Croatians such as Rev. Eterovich

Last September a TWA New York- 


Chicago jet with 86 passengers and a 
crew of seven was hijacked to Paris 
by five Croatians, who later were con- 


victed and sentenced to stiff jail 
terms. 


Tuesday's peaceful surrender at the 


official displayed automatic weapons 
and threatened to shoot the Invaders 
as they wee being led from the build- 
ing. 


IN MOMENTS, however, the Yugos- 


lav officials were restrained and the 
three Croatian^ were shoved into pa- 
trol cars and whisked from the scene. 


It was the latest skirmish in a cen- 


turies-old struggle between Croatians 
and the nations that have-dominated 
them. Marshal Tito's Communist gov- 
ernment in Yugoslavia is merely the 
latest in a long-line of oppressors, 
Croatians believe.

"Tito keeps playing one group 


against the other to keep his personal 
power. He has been playing chess 
with us for 32 years," he said. 


Croatia declared its independence in 


1918 from the first Yugoslav feder- 
ation and it is to these borders Croa- 
tian nationalists now want to return. 
They look forward to the day when 
Tito will die but worry that, without 
U.S. support, Soviet troops imme- 
diately will invade and hold the coun- 
try, thereby squashing any hope for

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DeLuca story of Columbo 'hit' told 


by DAVE IBATA 


A man who once worked with Frank 


DeLuca testified Tuesday that DeLuca 
told him In grisly detail how he mur- 
dered the family of Patricia Columbo. 


Hubert Green, 28, of Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, told how DeLuca, 39, described 
to him May 5,1976, how he murdered 
Prank Columbo, his wife, Mary, and 
their 13-year-old son, Michael, in their 
Elk Grove Village home. His testi- 
mony marked the first time details of 
the slaylngs have been made public. 


"He (DeLuca) told me the hit went 


down last night," Green said. "He 
told me the house was a 
mess, 


that he was a — mess and that he 
was covered head to toe with — 
blood." 


HOWEVER, DeLUCA never linked 


the Columbo's daughter, Patricia, to 
the killings, according to testimony. 


DeLuca, wearing the same three- 


piece gray suit he has worn through- 
out the trial, smiled several times 
during Green's testimony. 


Green, an assistant manager, at the 


Walgreen Drug Store DeLuca man- 
aged at the Grove Shopping Center, 
Elk Grove Village, said he arrived at 
the store at 8:30 a.m. May 5, and was 
surprised to find DeLuca in the in- 
cinerator operating the furnace. 


DeLuca then explained how he mur- 


dered the Columbos, Green said. 


DeLUCA AND MISS Columbo, 20, 


are on trial in Cook County Circuit 
Court, Chicago. They allegedly mur- 
dered Miss Columbo's family May 4, 


1976, because her parents didn't ap- 
prove of her love affair with DeLuca, 
a married father of five. 


Green said DeLuca told him he shot 


Frank Colurabo twice. 


"The first shot went through the 


back of his head and blew his teeth 
out," Green testified DeLuca told 
him. 


Green said that DeLuca told him 


Frank Columbo "was a tough old 
bird. He (DeLuca) had to take a lamp 
and smash it over his head and the 
old man said to him, 'Who are you? 
Why are you doing this to me?''' I 


"— you," DeLuca allegedly said 


and then shot Frank Columbo a third 
time. 


DeLUCA ALSO said he shot Mrs. 


Columbo and Michael, Green testified. 


"Michael was easy," DeLuca alleg- 


edly told Green, "All I had to do was 
stand him up and shoot him." 


Green said DeLuca told him he 


would escape arrest because he had 
"covered his tracks." 


DeLuca allegedly showed Green and 


Joy Heysek, 37, of Hoffman Estates, a 
former drug store employe, cuts on 
his hands and said he received them 
when he smashed the glass lamp over 
the head of Frank Columbo 


"He (DeLuca) said he cleaned up 


pieces of the lamp and he put the re- 
volver in another bag and dumped 
them in a river," Green testified. 


Mrs. Heysek testified on May 7, 


1976, 
the 
day 
police 
discovered 


the Columbo bodies, she saw DeLuca 
sitting at a desk in an employes 
lunchroom at the drug store. She said 
he was crying. 


SHE SAID, "DeLuca looked up and 


said, 'They've found Mr. and Mrs. 
Columbo, but they can't find Michael,' 
then he started laughing." 


Green and Mrs. Heysek said they 


waited two months to tell police about 
DeLuca because they feared for their 
lives. 


"I thought he (DeLuca) was from 


the Mafia, and I thought those people 
would do the same job they bad done 
to the Columbo family to my wife and 
my child and myself," Green said. 


Mrs. Heysek said DeLuca warned 


her if she went to the police "he 


would have my son run over by a bi- 
cycle, he would have my daughter 
picked up and raped and lie would 
have me beaten up so badly no one 
would ever recognize me again." 


Defense attorneys for DeLuca tried 


to discredit testimony by Green and 
Mrs. Heysek. They said Green had de- 
nied knowing anything about the mur- 
ders when first questioned by police. 


They also said Mrs. Heysek, during 


a love affair she had with DeLuca be- 
tween 1970 and 1973, posed for him in 
pornographic photographs featuring 
herself with a woman, several men 
and a dog. 


Defense attorneys said she wculd do 


anything against DeLuca to obtain 
those photographs.

THERE WERE OTHER things he

The story line is accurate. History 


tells us something about operation 
Market-Garden. It was the largest air- 
borne operation in history — an Ang- 
lo-American plan initiated by Field 
Marshal Bernard Montgomery to se- 
cure five major bridges in Holland, 
cut the Germans off, proceed into 


Berlin and bring a crowning overnight 
victory to the wars for the Allies. 


The plan evolved in a week. Mont- 


gomery wanted to put one over on 
Gen. George Patton, his American 
rival. Market-Garden was to be com- 
pleted in two days, but after nine 
days, the surviving Allied soldiers hid- 
ing in Arnhem, the territory holding 
the key to the operation's success, 
were called back. Thousands died. 
Much of Holland was destroyed by 
German retaliation. It was a crushing 
blow to the Allies and it was Hushed 
up quickly as one of those unmention- 
able, embarrassing war blunders. 


LaMagdeleine .was luckier than 


many paratroopers. It was his first 
experience in combat and though Arn- 
hem was reduced to rubble, further 
south where LaMagdeleine had land-

Weathersfield Lake plans going full speed ahead 


By next summer, Scbaumburg resi- 


dents may be able to spend leisurely 
days boating or fishing on Weath- 
ersfield Lake. 


The Schaumburg Park 
District 


plans to build a boat bouse on the lake 
adjacent to the village's police and 


courts building, 1000 W. Schaumburg 
Rd. 


The village development committee 


will recommend the village board 
grant a 22-year lease to the park dis- 
trict for the 12-acre site at a rate of $1 
per year. 


WITH A LEASE in hand the park 


* district can begin to landscape and 


develop the land around the lake, 
aiming for the eventual construction 
of a marina, said Joseph Roberts Jr., 
park board president. 


The money-to build the marina and 


other recreational facilities would 
come from a referendum which the 
park district probably will conduct 
late this year, Roberts said. 


Because there are no plans now on 


the drawing board for the lake's de- 
velopment, Roberts said he cannot es- 
timate the cost of the project. When 


the plan was first discussed a year 
ago, however, park officials said they 
want to spend about $100,000 to devel- 
op a marina and pavilion at the lake. 


IE voters approve funds for the proj- 


ect the earliest date for completion of 
the marina will be next summer, Rob- 
erts said.

Sgt. Art Voight. 


"I think we've done everything we 


could possibly do. Now we're waiting 
for these people to come forth and 
say, there we are ready to stand up 
for something,' " says Sgt. R. L. Goz- 
decki, who has been patrolling the 
area for the last month. 


Police made 426 special patrols in 


that neighborhood between the hours 
of 3 and 11 p.m. during May, accord- 
ing to a report by Police Chief Harry 
Walsh. 


"When the police came by, they saw 


nothing. We just can't catch them at

"Why don't you 'leave us alone, 


there is nothing you can do. Go find 
some other story you can do some- 
thing about," she tells a reporter as 
she closes her door again. 


Teens say there's no place to go 


Karen Cole, 14, has spent evenings 


talking to friends on the corner of 
Bernard Drive and Navajo Terrace, 
Buffalo Grove and says she probably 
will do it again because there's no' 
place else for village teen-agers to go. 


"If they 'don't want us to sit on the 


comer ,they should give us a place to 
sit. It's the community's responsi- 
bility to put a youth center in the vil- 
lage," says Karen, who lives at 76 
Bernard Dr., a few houses away from 
tho corner. 


Residents who say she and her 


friends have thrown eggs at their 
houses, garbage on lawns and burned 
fences are wrong, Karen says. She 
says she knows of no such acts being 
committed this year. 


"We're getting blamed for what oth- 


ers 'might have done. It just doesn't 


seem fair they should pin this on us," 
she says. 


If residents were to tell her the

"If they told me to move off the 


corner, I don't know where we would 
go. There really isn't too much we 
could do," she says. 


Police have told them to move, she 


says. 


"We told the police that there's no 


place to go, but they say we want you 
off the corner. What can we do? 
Sometimes you just don't feel like sit- 
ting in your house," Karen says. 


THE PROPOSED MARINA could 


serve a year-round purpose, operating 
as a boat shelter in the summer and a 
warming house for ice skaters in the 
winter, Roberts said. 


"A marina could be anything from 


a pier in the water with a shelter 
where they sell tickets and rent ca- 
noes, to an elaborate building," he 
said. "It will probably be something 
in between." 


Weathersfield Lake, the

add more parking spaces, it would 
reimburse the park district for the 
cost of facilities constructed on the 
land. 


Roberts said the park board would 


have preferred a deed from the vil- 
lage, but "what was worked out is the 
next best solution."

Law sets boundary 
for redevelopment 


An ordinance setting the boundaries for downtown redevelop- 


ment was approved this week by the Palatine Village Board de- 
•pitu objections of several area residents. 


The boundaries will be Wood Street on the north, Plum Grove 


Road on the east, Johnson Street on the south and Smith Street 
on the west. 


The area will be eligible for a newly created zoning category, 


B-3, designed specifically for downtown redevelopment. Devel- 
opers seeking B-3 zoning will have their proposals reviewed by the 
village board and a special five-member commission, which will 
oversee redevelopment. 


Residents of the area had petitioned the board to reconsider the 


ordinance because they object to the redevelopment commission's 
condemnation powers. 


The commission can carry out condemnation action approved by 


the village board if needed for a redevelopment project. 


Zone law to encourage offices 


An ordinance creating a zoning ordinance designed to encourage 


office-research developments was adopted by the board. 


The measure creates the zoning category of B-4, which officials 


hope will encourage developers such as the Square D International 
headquarters, planned for Roselle Road and Euclid Avenue. 


The B-4 zoning will be applied only as designated on the village 


master plan, including a small triangular area along Northwest 
Highway east of Hicks Road and in parts of the southwest portion 
of the village. 


Objection planned against builder 


The board agreed to file an objection with the Illinois Environ- 


mental Protection Agency against the Transportation Devel- 
opment Co. of Lombard, developers of the Deer Grove Apart- 
ments, Quentln Road between Dundee Road and Northwest High- 
way. 


Lee Records, an official with the North Cook County Soil Con- 


servation Service, asked the village to file the complaint to stop 
construction at the site, known as the Koops Farm. Records said 
the development will erode soli downstream along Salt Creek and 
increase flooding problems. 


Records said the conservation service also will file a complaint 


asking that construction, especially In a boggy area of the land, be 
stopped. 


Parade requirements reduced 


The board approved an amended ordinance reducing the re- 


quirements for receiving a parade permit In the village. 


The original ordinance, passed May 23 without committee re- 


view and aimed at putting off a threatened parade by the Team- 
tiers Union, drew criticism for its strict regulations. 


Among the changes In the ordinance is a reduction from 30 to 10 


the maximum number of days advance notice needed to apply for 
a permit, the elimination of the police chief's authority to sum- 
marily cancel a parade and a more general description of the 
parade rather than specific details which originally were required 
in the parade permit application. 


The board again voted to waive the parade permit application 


for the Jaycees Fourth of July parade this year as it did when the 
original ordinance was passed. 


Salary increases approved 


Salary increases proposed last month for village employes were 


approved by the board, Including a fringe benefit package which 
provides dental Insurance and accumulated sick leave time. 


Salary Increases averaged 6.8 per cent including fringe benefits. 


Increases for department heads averaged between 4 and 10 per 
cent.

Bike licensing law approved

Shires townhome project OKd

Plans to build a cyclotron for pro- 


duction of radioactive medicines in 
Wheeling have been dropped by a 
Rosemont pharmaceutical company. 


The firm, Medi+Physics Inc., was 


considering construction of the cyclot- 
ron in Wheeling but a company 
spokesman Tuesday said a real estate 
deal fell through. John Malasanos, 
Chicago branch manager of the Cali- 
fornia-based company, said, "We are 
not going to locate in Wheeling." He 
said the company has no other sites 
under consideration at this time. 
Mal8~inos would not say where the 
company had planned to locate the 
plant in Wheeling. 


The project was in the preliminary 


stages of planning and no hearings on 
the plan bad been scheduled by the 
village.

DeLuca allegedly showed Green and 


Joy Heysek, 37, of Hoffman Estates, a 
former drug store employe, cuts on 
his hands and said he received them 
when he smashed the glass lamp over 
the head of Frank Columbo. 


"He (DeLuca) said he cleaned up 


pieces of the lamp and he put the re- 
volver in another bag and dumped 
them in a river," Green testified. 


Mrs. Heysek testified on May 7, 


1976, 
the 
day 
police 
discovered 


the Columbo bodies, she saw DeLuca 
sitting at a desk in an employes 
lunchroom at the drug store. She said 
he was crying. 


SHE SAID, "DeLuca looked up and 


said,. "They've found Mr. and Mrs. 
Columbo, but they can't find Michael,' 
then he started laughing." 


Green and Mrs. Heysek said they 


waited two months to tell police about 
DeLuca because they feared for their 
lives. 


"I thought he (DeLuca) was from 


.the Mafia, and I thought those people 
would do the same job they had done 
to the Columbo family to my -wife and 
my child and myself," Green said. 


Mrs. Heysek said DeLuca warned 


her if she went to the police "he 


would have my son run over by a bi- 
cycle, he would have my daughter 
picked up and raped and he would 
have me beaten up so badly no one 
would ever recognize me again." 


Defense attorneys for DeLuca tried 


to discredit testimony by Green and 
Mrs. Heysek. They said Green had de- 
nied knowing anything about the mur- 
ders when first questioned by police. 


They also said Mrs. Heysek, during 


a love affair she had with DeLuca be- 
tween 1970 and 1973, posed for him in 
pornographic photographs featuring 
herself with a woman, several men 
and a dog. 


Defense attorneys said she would do 


anything against DeLuca to obtain 
those photographs.

Les LaMagdeleine is one of them.

LaMagdeleine, now 53, naturally 


was anxious to see the celluloid ver- 
sion of what he knows first band. So 
he and his wife and I went to a spe- 
cial preview showing this week to get 
his impressions. 


All in all, the movie — the most 


expensive in recent years — apparent- 
ly was all right. 


"The film was bloody, gory and a 


little too drawn out, but I ,think it was 
really a good film," said LaMagde- 
leine, who admits he never saw the 
masses of wounded bodies depicted in 
"A Bridge Too Far.': "We lost men — 
a few every day. But it was really 
hard on Holland — their endurance." 


THE HE WEHE OTHEH things he 


didn't like much. One scene makes it 
look as if the British liberated Eindho- 
ven. They didn't, he said. The Ameri- 
cans were there first. 


The story line is accurate. History 


tells us something about operation 
Market-Garden. It was the largest air- 
borne operation in history — an Ang- 
lo-American plan initiated by Field 
Marshal Bernard Montgomery to se- 
cure five major bridges in Holland, 
cut the Germans off, proceed into 


•Berlin and bring a crowning overnight 
victory to the wars for the Allies. 


The plan evolved in a week. Mont- 


gomery wanted to put one over -on 
Gen. George Patton, his American 
rival. Market-Garden was to be com- 
pleted in two days, but after nine 
days, the surviving Allied soldiers hid- 
ing in Arnheni, the territory holding 
the key to the operation's success, 
were called back. Thousands died. 
Much of Holland was destroyed by 
German retaliation. It was a crushing 
blow to the Allies and it was hushed 
up quickly as one of those unmention- 
able, embarrassing war blunders. 


LaMagdeleine 
was luckier 
than 


many paratroopers. It was his first 
experience in combat and though Arn- 
hem was reduced to rubble, further 
south where LaMagdeleine had land-

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Iowa Test scores show large 
difference in Dist. 59 school

Low School, Arlington Heights, and 


Byrd School, Elk Grove Village, far 
outscored the 14 other Elk Grove 
Township Dlst. 59 elementary schools 
on the 1976-77 Iowa Tests of Basic 
Skills. 


Scoring lowest on the annual stan- 


dardized test, with composite scores 
(ailing below the national average, 
were Hopkins School, 231 S. Shady- 
wood Ln., Elk Grove Village, and 
Rupley School, 305 E. Oakton St., Elk 
Grove Village, 


School-by-school Iowa test results 


released by administrators Tuesday 
show the average composite score at 
Low and Byrd ranged from the 83rd 
to the 93rd percentiles while the range 
at Hopkins and Rupley was between 
the 34th and the 59th percentiles. The 
national average is at the 50th per- 
centlle. 


IF A STUDENT scores at the 50th 


percentile, it means that half the stu- 
dents In the country did better than he 
did and half did worse. 


Administrators and teachers attrib- 


ute the variances In Iowa scores from 
school to school to differences in the 
way the tests are administered and 
differences in student mobility and so- 
cloeconomlc background. 


Some board of education members, 


however, say the scores vary because 
ot differences in the abilities of teach- 
ers and principals and a failure to 
hold staff members accountable for 
student achievement 


It was to raise this level of account- 


ability that the board last month de- 
cided to release school-by-school Iowa 
test scores, despite protests by par- 
ents and teachers who said the move 
would divide the community. 


Whatever the reason, scores on the 


1976-77 Iowa lests vary by as much as 
74 percentile points from school to 
school In the district. Fourth-grade 
reading scores at Low School aver- 
aged in the 94th percentile while the 
average was In the 20th percentile for 
fourth graders i>t Einstein School, 345 
W. Walnut, Des Plalnes. 


"Chances are our highest and low- 


est schools are more in error than our 
average schools," Merlyn Swanson, 
administrator of educational services, 
said. "If you have a consistently high 
or low trend then it's time to pay at- 
tention." 


AT THE THIRD-GRADE level, five 


schools consistently scored below the 
national average in reading, lan- 
guage, math and composite skills. The 
schools are Salt Creek, 65 Kennedy 
Blvd., Elk Grove Village; Forest 
View, 1901 Estates Dr., Mount Pros- 
pect; Marshall, 711 Chelmsford Ln., 
Elk Grove Village; Rupley and Hop- 
kins. 


"We're very concerned that our 


scores are so low, but given a little 
time over here we'll do as well as the 
other schools," Tom Powers, princi- 
pal at Hopkins School, said. 


Weak skill areas like punctuation 


and capitalization are being strength- 
ened with a newly formed language 
development program and teachers 
are learning new techniques for teach- 
ing reading through a federally fun- 
ded "Right to Read" program, Pow- 
ers said. 


"The schools where we have been 


using federal funds to supplement 
educational 
programs 
consistently 


score lower on abilities tests as well 
as achievement tests," Swanson said. 
"The students don't ccme to school as 
ready to learn and that's why we're 
putting the extra money into these 
schools." 


Powers said he will not use the 


makeup of Hopkins' student popu- 
lation as an excuse for the school's 
low scores. 


AT BYRD SCHOOL where the Iowa 


test scores have traditionally tended 
to be high, Principal Tom Tucker said 
the success of a school can't be eval- 
uated solely on the basis of Iowa lest 
results. 


"They're important to us only in 


pointing out weak spots in our cur- 
riculum," he said. 


Tucker credited his staff for contrib- 


uting to the school's high test scores 
and noted that Byrd's program is 


basically the same as programs in the 
district's other elementary schools. 


Assistant Supt. Robert Brower at- 


tributed 
differences 
in 
school-by- 


school scores to parent aspirations, 
student population makeup and the 
rate of student turnover. 


"The fifth-grade scores at Devon- 


shire rose by as much as 30 percentile 
points when we pulled out the young- 
sters who haven't been in the district 
from kindergarten on up," he said. 
"Our low schools tend to be 'the ones 
with high mobility." 


PHILLIP 
ZAROB, 
principal 
at 


Friendship School in Des Plaines, 
agreed that mobility has an impact on' 
a child's learning. He 
attributed 


Friendship's low scores to its large 
number of transferred bilingual stu- 
dents. 


But board member Paul Kuch- 


arski disagreed. "To say the kids 
transferring in are coming to us from 
less superior school systems is na- 
ive," he said. "Some may have defi- 
ciencies, but they shouldn't exist long 
if our staff is competent enough to 
diagnose and remedy these defi- 
ciencies." 


Rather than make excuses for the 


low scores, teachers and principals 
should improve student achievement, 
he said.

capable of coming together, of work- 
ing together."
